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FOREWORD 


The present volume of the Annual Report of the Department of Higher Education presents the status of higher 
education in the State of West Bengal during the year 2006-2007 and describes in particular, the activities of 
the department and also the various organizations and institutions attached to the Department of Higher 
Education. 


There have been perceptible developments in various spheres of higher education during the year. The State 
Government has been striving to maintain its commitment for expansion of the base of higher education and 
maintenance of guality. At the same time utmost efforts are being made to ensure that access to higher 
Education is not denied to anyone merely due to financial constraints. The State Govt. has introduced from 
the academic year 2006-2007, a new scholarship scheme, West Bengal Merit-cum-Means Scholarship' for 
providing financial assistance to the poor but meritorious students of the State pursuing their studies at 
various Post-Madhyamik levels. 


The State Government works under large number of Central Regulatory Agencies with their innumerable fiats 
in the name of standardizing and improving quality education in a manner where access to higher education 
is being restricted. We have brought this matter to the notice of Government of India. We are mainly concerned 
about the National Knowledge Commission's recent recommendation for establishing an All India Regulatory 
Authority of Higher Education. 


Ме attach highest degree of priority for quality of education, equity and access to higher education for all. An 
education map has been prepared with active support from the Department of Science and Technology of this 
Government. This will reduce regional imbalances while setting up of new colleges and opening new subjects 
in our institutions. 


During the year 2006-2007, seven new general degree colleges with full financial commitment from the State 
Government under 'pay packet scheme' have been established. 16 more such colleges have also been 
cleared for next financial year. In addition, three B.Ed. colleges, three Physical Education Colleges and four 
Law colleges! have been approved to be established on self-financing basis. 


Establishment of 2 new State-aided Universities and three Government colleges in backward areas of the 
State are also under active consideration of the State Government. 


National assessment and Accreditation Council under UGC have accredited the universities and colleges of 
the State. Similarly, National Board of Accreditation set up under the aegis of AICTE has accredited a good 
number of Engineering and Technology institutions. At the time of preparing the report, 119 colleges have 
been accredited. Out of these, 3 colleges received A+, 10 colleges A and 23 colleges received B++ grade. As 
regards Engineering and Technology colleges, three technology programmes, leather, ceramic and textile in 
four erstwhile technology colleges and three engineering programmes in each of the two Government Engineering 
and Technology colleges i.e. Jalpaiguri Government Engineering College and Kalyani Government Engineering 
College have been accredited. In addition a good number of undergraduate engineering programmes in self 
financing Engineering and Technology colleges have also received NBA accreditation. 


Apartfrom NAAC accreditation, the State Government has also evolved a method to measure the performance 
of the individual colleges based on college specific socio-economic and location specific data. 


In order to upgrade the quality of technical education in the State, Technical Education Quality Improvement 
Programme with World Bank assistance, has been sanctioned by Govt. of India in 2004. A total provision of 


Rs.130 crores out of lifetime allocation of Rs.153 crores was made in the state Budget for three years, upto 
2006-2007. Utilizing the amount, the three universities (Jadavpur University, Bengal Engineering and Science 
University and Calcutta University) acting as lead institutes and 8 colleges including 4 private self-financing 
colleges have strengthened their infrastructure and brought about gualitative improvement in technology 
education. Progress of the State towards achieving the objectives of TEQUIP, has been significant. 


In order to supplement the efforts of various non-Govt. organizations and autonomous institutions in expanding 
their social, cultural and educational activities throughout the State, a total amount of Rs.3,81,05,350/- was 
released during the year. Organisations like, 1) Bankim Bhavan Gavesana Kendra, 2) Paschim Banga Hindi 
Academy, 3) Netaji Institute of Asian Studies, 4) West Bengal State Book Board, 5) Institut de Chandernagor, 
Hooghly 6) Institute of Development Studies, Kolkata, 7) Jagadish Bose National Science Talent Search and 
a good number of such other institutions have benefited with this fund.

PREFACE 


An attempt has been made to highlight the major activities of the Higher Education Department in the State 
of West Bengal, in this Annual Report. The data and information available in this compilation would help 
identification of priority areas of action. 


Admittedly, the base of higher education facilities in the State of West Bengal has expanded significantly, in 
the last few years. There has been marked growth in student enrollment in colleges and universities. Quality 
upgradation, improving upon accessibility and inclusive growth happen tobe the major thrust areas of action 
inthe plans and programmes of the Higher Education Department. To facilitate guality upgradation new posts 
of teachers and non teaching staff and technical personnel were created, both in degree colleges and engineering 
colleges, all over the State of West Bengal in 2006-2007. All categories of educational institutions have been 
advised to get themselves accredited by the National Assessment and Accreditation Council of UGC and the 
National Board of Accreditation of the AICTE. During 2006-2007, the State Government introduced an incentive 
Scheme linked to the overall performance of degree colleges in West Bengal. Eleven engineering colleges 
including three universities, received assistances under the World Bank supported Technical Education Quality 
Improvement Programme (TEQIP) towards acquiring new equipments and gadgets, staff development and 
raising the quality of teaching. There are special provisions in TEQIP to encourage the engineering colleges to 
extend technical supports to local industries and artisans for improving upon their productivities. Several new 
educational institutions were set up in identified backward areas in the State of West Bengal to help students 
belonging to economically and socially backward families access higher education facilities. The private 
engineering colleges have been advised to earmark certain percentages of seats for award of full freeship and 
half freeship. A Merit-cum-Means Scholarship Scheme was introduced by the State Government in 2006- 
2007, to extend financial assistances to meritorious students belonging to distressed families to pursue 
higher studies. Several initiatives are being taken to improve upon enrollment of girl students in institutions of 
higher studies. A series of dialogues were held in 2006-2007, with the industries and business houses in West 
Bengal to secure a tie-up between functioning of technical institutions and need for trained manpower in the 
State of West Bengal, during the next 5, 10 and 15 years. 


We hope this publication would help the policy planners, educationists, administrators and research 
organisations to identify the strengths and weaknesses of the higher education infrastructures in West Bengal 
and come up with considered views for further improvements. The Higher Education Department will be 


grateful to receive comments and suggestions from the readers.

So far 10 (ten) new books as 
per the new syllabus and about new editions and the reprints were published during this 
period.

21 INTRODUCTION 


This report is being published for the 15th year in succession. It presents the status of higher education 
inthe state of West Bengal. It describes in particular, the activities of the Department of Higher Education 
of the Government of West Bengal for the year 2006-2007. It also contains an account of the activities 
of different organisations and institutions attached to the Department of Higher Education as furnished 
by the organisations/institutions themselves. However, the report does not provide information on other 
departments concerned with education. The report does not have any relevance as a Government 
Order or official policy pronouncement. 


PRESENT STATUS 


The Higher Education Department is the successor to the erstwhile Department of Education. The 
Department of Mass Education Extension was carved out of the Department of Education to deal with, 
among other things, the subject of adult education, in terms of Notification No 5106-A.R. dated the 
21st April, 1988. The Department of Technical Education & Training was similarly created in terms of 
Notification No 16129-A.R.dated the 29th June, 1991. The Polytechnic institutions which had so long 
functioned under the Higher Education wing of the erstwhile Education Department were taken over by 
the newly created department. Finally, the Education Department was abolished and in its place were 
created two departments, namely, the School Education Department and the Higher Education 
Department in terms of Notification No 670-Home (Cons) dated, the 8th Nov, 1995. 


2.2 ADMINISTRATIVE SET UP 
The highest executive of the Higher Education Department is the Minister-in-Charge of the Department. 


The Principal Secretary is the official head of the Department of Higher Education. He is assisted by 
Special Secretaries, Joint Secretaries, Deputy Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries and Officers on Special 
Duty. The Principal Secretary also functions as the Secretary to the Chancellor ofthe State Universities 
connected with the Department. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SET UP 


The Department of Higher Education is comprised of a number of branches and cells, namely, 
Establishment Branch, Budget Branch, University Branch and Chancellors Secretariat, Non-Govt. 
College Branch, Govt. College Branch, Appointment Branch, Technical Education Branch, Archives 
Branch, Miscellaneous and Social Education Branch, Pension Cell, N. S. S. Cell, Vigilance Cell, Audit 
Cell and Computer Cell. 


EDUCATION DIRECTORATE 


The commitment of the Department of Higher Education in financial and administrative matters of 
the Colleges (Govt. and Non-Govt.) is carried out through the Education Directorate. The Directorate 
is headed by the Director of Public Instruction who is also an ex-officio Secretary to the Govt. of West 
Bengal. 


The D.PI. is assisted by Addl. Directors of Public Instruction (A.D.P.I), Joint Directors of Public Instruction 
(J.D.P.Is), Deputy Directors of Public Instruction, Asstt. Director of Public Instruction. The sections of 
the Education Directorate which deal with various matters related to the Colleges include Appointment, 
College (Non-Govt. and Govt.), Pay Packet (PPS), U.G.C., Training, Accounts, Physical Education, 
Scholarships & Stipends, Planning & Statistics (P 8 S), Social Education, Hindi Education, National 
Cadet Corps (N.C.C.) and Law. There are also some special cells under the Directorate, namely, 
Audit Cell, Integrated Law Cell, etc. The sectional activities are performed under the supervision of 
different JDPIs, DDPIs. Besides, there are Accounts and Administrative Officers who supervise 
functions like release of pay packet, grants, pension, drawal of salaries etc. 


DISTRICT LEVEL ADMINISTRATION 


There are three Regional Education Offices under the Education Directorate located in Calcutta, 
Chinsurah and Jalpaiguri, controlling Presidency, Burdwan and Jalpaiguri divisions respectively. 
Deputy Regional Education Officers (D.R.E.O.) are in charge of these three offices now. They have 
the status of an Jt..D.P.I. The D.R.E.O.s assist the D.P.I. in the supervision of the Non-Govt. Colleges. 
The D.R.E.O., Jalpaiguri also releases the pay packet for colleges in all the districts of Jalpaiguri 
division excepting Malda district. 


DIRECTORATE OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


The Higher Education Department exercises administrative and financial control over the engineering 
and technological colleges in this State through the Directorate of Technical Education which is 
headed by the Director of Technical Education (D.T.E.). The D.T.E. is assisted by a Joint Director of 
Technical Education, Deputy Directors of Technical Education, Assistant Directors of Technical 
Education and other staff members. 
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THE WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


It was established in 1994 with a view to assisting the Department in formulating policy and 
implementation of certain matters entrusted to it. The office bearers of Council have also been 
assigned certain statutory functions under the West Bengal Prohibition of Ragging in Educational 
Institutions Act, 2000. Minister-in-charge of the Department is the Chairman of the Council. 


WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Commission came into existence in 1979. It prepares merit panels of candidates eligible for 
recruitment to the posts of Lecturer in different subjects in non-government colleges affiliated to the 
universities of West Bengal. It also recommend candidates for appointment in the vacant posts of 
Principal in these colleges. The Commission also organises State level Eligibility Test (SLET) for 
Lecturership in Universities and Colleges. 


WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 


This wing of the Department publishes or reprints the Gazetteers of different districts of West Bengal, 
the State Gazetteer and allied literature. 


PASCHIM BANGA HINDI ACADEMY 


This Academy has been promoting education in Hindi in West Bengal since 1990. 


STATE ARCHIVES 


It is a specialised wing of the Department of Higher Education functioning as a repository of historical 
official records.

UNIVERSITY 
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MAIN ACTIVITIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS DURING THE YEAR 


3.1 INTRODUCTION 


JU and BESU have been conferred the status of "Institutions of National Importance by UGC. Both 
the universities have been sanctioned special UGC grant. St. Xaviers College, Kolkata has been 
declared by NAAC to be the first autonomous college in West Bengal. Ramkrishna Mission Vivekananda 
Educational and Research Institute(RKMVERI) has been established as the 1st self financing (DU). 
Calcutta Madrasah celebrating its 225 years of establishment has been given the status of an 
autonomous college by the State Govt. Presidency, Scottish Church and Loreto College have earned 
the distinction to be the "Colleges with Potential for Excellence" by the UGC. Accreditation status of 
the colleges (by NAAC) has been improved substantially. Scope for Post Graduate education has 
been expanded in General Degree Colleges. The State Govt. has provided fund for the construction, 
repair and renovation of buildings, setting up of laboratories and new class rooms in the universities 
and colleges. The Government, as in previous years, approved the setting up of self financing colleges 
including non-government colleges under pay packet scheme and sanctioned the creation of teaching 
and non-teaching posts for these colleges. Govt. also created 1000 teaching posts in non-government 
colleges and provided funds for development of infrastructure. The West Bengal State Council of 
Higher Education took an active role in coordinating activities of the state universities and advised 
them on various issues relating to improvement in the quality of Higher Education in the State. For 
Qualitative improvement of technical education, State Govt. has sanctioned Rs.65 crore under World 
Bank Programme. 


3.2 POLICIES 


The following principles have guided the formulation and implementation of different programmes . 
for higher education. 


(i) Expansion of access to higher education and decentralisation of power-base.

(iii) Consolidation and qualitative improvement of colleges and expanding the base of social 
relevance of higher education.

Technology and Bio-Technology. 


(vi) Diversification of subject compositions. 
(vii) Emphasis on Basic Science courses and scientific research. 


(viii) Emphasis at the same time on arts, culture, languages, physical education and humanistic 
values. 


(ix) Mobilisation of internal resources. 


(x) Accountability at all levels.

3.6 TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


6 new Engineering & Technological Colleges have been set up on self-financing basis in the academic 
session 2006-2007. Three Engineering and the other three for Pharmaceutical Technology. Total 
number of Engineering & Technological institutes (including University Engineering departments) in 
the State is at present 62 with an approved intake of 15854. 


10 courses in six Govt. Engineering & Technological Colleges and 18 courses in six Non-Govt. 
Engineering & Technological Colleges have been accredited by the National Board of Accreditation, 
New Delhi. 


Under Technical Education Quality Improvement Programme (TEQIP). Rs. 65 crore has been released 
during the year. Lifetime allocation under the Project, as approved by GOI is Rs. 154.80 crore to be 
utilized over a period of 4 years ending in 2008. 


Degree Course in Electrical Engineering has been introduced in Kalyani Govt. Engineering College. 
A post graduate course in Leather Technology (M.Tech.) has been introduced in Govt. College of 
Engg. & Leather Technology. A financial grant of Rs. 84 lakh has been sanctioned during the year for 
development of PG Laboratory and also to undertake essential electrification work in this connection. 


A project for construction of a new college building at Govt. College of Engineering & Textile Technology, 
Berhampore has been sanctioned at an estimated cost Rs. 3 crore out of this amount Rs. 20 lakh 
has already been released. 
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3.7 UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 


The State Government has sanctioned a total sum of Rs. 3,86,43,000 Lakh in the Annual Plan to 
State-aided Universities viz. Calcutta, Jadavpur, Kalyani, Burdwan, North Bengal, Rabindra Bharati, 
Vidyasagar during the financial year 2006-2007. Out of this amount, a sum of Rs. 3,01,43,000 Lakh 
is meant for construction / development of 7 (Seven) State-aided universities and Rs. 85,00.000 
Lakh for purchase of books & journals in respect of 7 (Seven) State aided Universities. A sum of Rs 
54,00,000 Lakh has also been sanctioned and released to Netaji Subhas Open University towards 
maintenance grants. For Bengal Engineering & Science University the State Govt. has sanctioned 
Rs.2,10,00,000 Lakh during 2006-2007 for construction / development of Bengal Engineering & 
Science University.

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3.10 MEASURES FOR QUALITY IMPROVEMENT OF HIGHER EDUCATION 
A) NAAC Accreditation Status : 


The State Level Quality Assurance Co-ordination Committee constituted in 2003-2004 for the 
purpose of facilitating NAAC accreditation process for the colleges in the State, has been 
functioning satisfactorily. In the State, 7 universities and 106 colleges have been accredited by 
NAAC so far. Out of the colleges accredited, Midnapore College, Ramkrishna Mission Vidya 
Mandir, Presidency College, Kolkata have been awarded ‘A+’ ranking and 9 colleges have 
been awarded 'A' ranking. The process of accreditation has gained momentum and has been 
progressing steadily.

The procedure which is followed for selecting candidates at the PG & UG-level for the National Merit 
Scholarship Scheme and for disbursement of the scholarship to them is as follows : 


The State's quota (142) for PG — level scholarships (NMS) is divided among different universities of 
the state. The universities then prepare their own Merit Lists (as per the quota) based on the results 
of their students in their graduation — level examinations and on the annual family income of the 


students. 


For the UG — level National Merit Scholarships (quota = 426), the West Bengal Higher Secondary 
Council prepares the merit list and distribute the formal application forms plus Entitlement Cards to 
the suitable HS — passed candidates in a similar manner as described above. 


Ill. D.P.l. Special Stipend Scheme: 
This covers two types of financial assistance : (i) General Stipend, and (ii) Ad-hoc grant.

M West Bengal Merit-cum-Means Scholarship Scheme : 


The State Govt. has introduced from the academic year 2006-2007, a new scholarship scheme, 
'West Bengal Merit-cum-Means Scholarship' for providing financial assistance to the poor but meri- 
torious students of the State pursuing their studies at various Post-Madhyamik levels. The amount of 
such scholarship will vary from Rs.500/- to 1500/- per month depending of the course of study. 


The student who are domicile in West Bengal and are studying in one of the State Govt. institutions 
or State Govt. aided institutions after passing out from the State Board/Council of Secondary Educa- 
tion or State Aided University in West Bengal will be eligible for this scholarship. 


312 FULL AND HALF FREE STUDENTSHIP FOR THE ENGINEERING & 
TECHNOLOGY STUDENTS: 


In order to extend relief to the poor and meritorious students admitted into Govt. Engineering and 
Technology colleges, the State Govt. has taken measures to grant the benefit of full and half free 
studentship. 10% students selected on merit cum means basis will come under the purview of the 
scheme each year. Private self financing colleges have also been asked to extend such facilities to 
the possible extent. 


3.13 PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Although Physical Education and Sports are not included in regular curriculum of all Govt. and Non 
Govt. Colleges but Government encourages these activities in various ways. These are part of Physical 
Instructor. Physical Instructors in colleges and they are entrusted with responsibility of organising 
games and sports in various colleges. Grants are released for development of play facilities and for 
purchase of equipments.

Till 1968, West Bengal had only 9 engineering institutions, all of which were either in the government 
or in the university sector. The total intake of undergraduate and postgraduate students in engineering 
was in the range of 1500 only. This went up slightly to a figure of 2050 in 1994. Self-financing 
engineering colleges were encouraged in a big way by the government and barring the notable 
exception of the Kalyani Government Engineering College - the only engineering college in the 
government sector that was established at Kalyani in Nadia in 1995 — all others were in the private 
sector. In last 10 years time, the number of engineering institutions has leapfrogged to 62 (sixty-two) 
with a total intake capacity of nearly 16000. 


6 (six) new Engineering & Technological Colleges have been set up on self-financing basis in the 
academic session 2006-2007 — 3 (three) Engineering and the others for Pharmaceutical Technology. 
Total number of Engineering & Technological institutes (including university Engineering departments) 
in the State is now 62 (sixty-two) with an approved intake of nearly 16000.

Information and Communication Technology related courses : 


It may be emphasized that due to increasing demand of technical manpower in the field ofinformation 
technology and related areas, most of the newly established institutions have introduced degree 
courses in Information Technology, Computer Science & Engineering and Electronics & 
Communication Engineering. Thus out of nearly 16,000 engineering seats , share of seats in 
Information Technology, Computer Science & Engineering, Electronics & Communication Engineering 
and other similar courses is 8700. 


Biotechnology courses : 


Biotechnology, Bio-Medical Engineering and Food Technology courses are now taught at 
undergraduate level in a number of colleges. Biotechnology and Food Technology courses are 
available at Jadavpur University, Calcutta University and West Bengal University of Technology and 
some private engineering colleges. 


Introduction of Master of Computer Application (M.C.A.) Courses : 


The expansion of engineering and technology education in the State has been further facilitated by 
the introduction of M.C.A. course in as many as 28 (twentyeight) Institutions including the universities. 
The total intake capacity for the Master of Computer Application (M.C.A.) course is more than 
1300 . 


This apart, NIT, Durgapur; Bidhan Chandra Krishi Viswavidyalaya , Netaji Subhas Open University, 
Visva-Bharati and Indira Gandhi National Open University also conduct MCA course. 


Lateral Entry Scheme: 


In tune with the scheme of the All India Council for Technical Education, the State Govt. has extended 
the scope of degree level engineering education to the diploma holders in engineering in the State 
through the Lateral Entry Scheme. Under this scheme, diploma holders from the Polytechnic 
institutions have got the opportunity to seek direct entry in the second year of undergraduate 
engineering courses after qualifying in a state level admission test conducted for the purpose to the 
extent of 1096 of the total intake along with vacant seats of 1st year.

World Bank Assisted Govt. of India sponsored project — Technical Education Quality 
Improvement Programme(TEQIP). : 


This is for the first time in the State of West Bengal that any externally aided Govt. of India sponsored 
programme for upgradation of degree level Engineering & Technology Education is being implemented. 


Under TEQIP, three universities, e.g. Calcutta University , Jadavpur University and Bengal Engineering 
and Science University acting as lead institutions and eight network institutions (4 Govt. Institutions 
and 4 Self-financing/Private institutions) have been selected.

Government Merit-cum-Means Scholarship : 


From 2006-2007, a scholarship scheme has been introduced with ‘Chief Ministers Fund’ at the 
rate of Rs. 1400 per month per student. Higher Secondary passed students studying in Government 
/Government aided Institutions (family's annual income not more than Rs. 50,000) are eligible for 
applying under this Scholarship Scheme. Rs. 5,88,000/- has been sanctioned for this purpose 
initially, 75 persons have been targeted for granting this Scholarship. 


Other Professional Courses : 


West Bengal University of Technology (WBUT) has launched several professional courses other 
than Engg. & Tech. from 2001-2002 academic year . Initially the university gave affiliation for B. 
Optometry (4 year’s course), BBA (3 Year's course),etc. Entry level qualification for these courses is 
"10+2' level. Gradually, WBUT started affiliating courses like Hospitality Management , Travel and 
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Tourism Management , Insurance and Risk Management , etc. In 2006-2007, there are 28 No. of 
affiliated Colleges under WBUT conducting various Non-AICTE professional courses and the total 
intake capacity is about 6,000. 


Significant Policies adopted for effective Governance of the Private Self-financing Institutions : 
4. Financial Assistance to poor and meritorious studenis : 


While recommending enhancement of tuition fees, the Fee-structure Committee has also 
recommended for a provision of free-studentship to the meritorious and economically 
handicapped students at least to the extend of 5% of the annual intake. This provision has 
been implemented by most of the Colleges authorities towards financial assistance to such 
students who submitted prayer for such financial assistance. 


2. Refund of fees for re-admission to second Institution through re-counselling 


Large number of applications were received in the Directorate from the students opting for 
admission in other colleges through re-counselling requesting refund of tuition fees .The 
Directorate has taken initiative and requested the colleges to refund the fees to the students 
concerned following the Government Order issued in this regard. The institutions have 


responded voluntarily. 


3. Restructuring of the Governing Body and its proper functioning as per guidelines of 
the AICTE 


Due attention has been given for constitution of the Governing bodies of the colleges following 
the AICTE norms. The State Government has taken pro-active role towards their proper 
functioning. The colleges have been instructed to conduct Governing Body meetings at regular 


intervals. 


4. Rating of Private Institutions for their gradual up-gradation 


Some quality markers have been identified and information on those aspects are being collected 


from the self-financing Colleges. Some grade points have been assigned against each such 
f each of the Colleges has been initiated.

Out of Fifteen State aided universities in West Bengal, ten universities come under the administrative 
jurisdiction of the Department of Higher Education. A list of the universities is given below. The 
Department has in recent years, set up two universities. The Netaji Subhas Open University was 
established in 1997 for the education of the distant learners. The West Bengal University of Technology 
was set up in 2000 to improve the quality of instruction and research in Engineering and Technology 
and Management. B.E. College (DU) has been upgraded to Bengal Engineering & Science University 
by virtue of Bengal Engineering & Science University Act, 2004. 


The Bidhan Chandra Krishi Viswavidyalaya (BCKV) and Uttarbanga Krishi Viswa Vidyalaya come 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Agriculture. A university for the study of animal sciences 
and fisheries was created out of the BCKV in 1995 by the Department of Animal Resource 
Development. A new agricultural university, Uttar Banga Krishi Viswavidyalaya was also carved out 
of the BCKV in 2001. The West Bengal National University for Juridical Sciences under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Law started functioning in 2000. Recent addition to the universities in the State 
is The West Bengal University of Health Sciences which started functioning from 1st January, 2003. 


In 2005, Ramkrishna Mission Vivekananda Education and Research Institute, (RKMVERI) the first 
private self financing "Deemed University" has been established at Belurmath, Howrah.

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5.1.3 ACADEMIC STRUCTURE 


Academic activities of the universities are carried out through various departments under different 
Faculty Councils. The Deans of these Councils advise on academic matters and co-ordinate the 
departmental programmes. For the planning and implementation of the academic programmes of the 
departments, there is a departmental committee in each of them. The Head of the Department is the 
Chairman of the said committee. The Board of Studies under each Faculty Council plans and reviews 
the syllabus and assists the examination process. 


5.2 CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY (1857) 


The Calcutta University along with the Bombay University and the Madras University was established 
in 1857. The university is now being governed by the Calcutta University Act, 1979 which came into 
force on February 10, 1983. 


The Calcutta University affiliates colleges mostly at the under-graduate level and also offers courses 
directly at the post-graduate level. The number of colleges affiliated by the University is 204. The 
university has allowed a few of its affiliated colleges including the Presidency College, the Maulana 
Azad College and the Dinabandhu Andrews College to teach at the post-graduate level. 

The Calcutta University has four campuses, namely, 

e ASHUTOSH SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at 87/1, College Street, 

e RASHBEHARI SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at Rajabazar, 

° TARAKNATH SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at 35, Ballygunge Circular Road, and 

° SAHID KHUDIRAM SHIKSHYA PRANGAN at Alipore. 

It has 58 departments and offers 80 courses to nearly 12,000 post-graduate students. 

The university monitors and awards Ph. D. degrees to research scholars. On an average, the Ph.D. 
degree is awarded to 175 students each year. According to a NISSAT report, in terms of output and 
impact, the university is among the first ten universities of the country in research on science and 


technology. The UGC has awarded CAS/DSA/DRS/COSIST programmes to more than fifteen 
departments of the university on the basis of research performance. 


The four major campuses of the university have leased line access to the VSNL server. Through optical 
fibre network different departments and faculty members get access to E-mail and Internet facilities by 
router system. The central library is automated by using SOUL developed by IFILIBNET. 


The university has created the B.C. Guha Center for Genetic Engineering and Biotechnology and the 
S.N. Pradhan Institute of Neuroscience with financial assistance from NRIs and eminent individuals. 
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The State Government and the Government of India have also extended financial assistance to the 
B.C. Guha Centre. 


The National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC) visited the university and awarded a 
five star status to it in May 2001. The University has also been declared by UGC as the “University 
with potential for excellence”.

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53  JADAVPUR UNIVERSITY (1955) 


In the year of 1905-06, the attempt of the British rulers to partition Bengal led to a countrywide 
agitation. The intense nationalist movement found cultural expression in one form of reaction against 
the prevalent system of education. The National Council of Education, Bengal, was started in 1906 
“To impart and promote the imparting of Education — Literary and Scientific, as well as Technical and 
professional — on national lines and exclusively under national control, not in opposition to, but 
standing apart, from existing system of Primary, Secondary and Collegiate Education. 


The foundation of the National Council of Education, Bengal, was made possible by three generous 
donors: Raja Subodh Chandra Mallik, Brojendra Kishore Roy Chowdhury of Gouripur and Maharaja 
Surya Kanta Acharyya Choudhury Bahadur of Mymensingh. The first President of NCE, Bengal was 
Sir Rash Behari Ghose. Thereafter Rabindranath Tagore, Sri Aurobindo, Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy, 
Prafulla Chandra Ray and other eminent leaders were associated with it. 


Under the leadership of Sir Rash Behari Ghose, a society named 'Society for Promotion of Technical 
Education in Bengal' in parallel to NCE, Bengal, was founded with the objective of imparting scientific 
and technical education for industrial progress. The Bengal Technical Institution (later known as the 
College of Engineering and Technology, Bengal) was started in the wake of such efforts. In 1910 the 
Society for Promotion of Technical Education in Bengal was amalgamated with NCE, Bengal. 


At the time of Independence the College of Engineering and Technology, Bengal was virtually 
functioning as a University. Underthe statutory recognition of the Govt. of West Bengal, on 24 December 


1955 the institution was accorded the status of a University and its name was altered to ‘Jadavpur 
University'.

New courses introduced : 


1. All India Council for Technical Education (AICTE) has approved a 3-year Part time P.G. course 
in VLSI Design and Microelectronic & Intelligent Automation Robotics and 2 years full-time 
PG courses in Clinical Pharmacy and Pharmacy Practices, Nanoscience and Technology, 
Illumination Engineering, Power Engineering and |. T (Courseware Engineering). 


2: Department of Adult, Continuing Education and Extension has introduced the following four 
One- Year Post Graduate Diploma Course from this session, namely, 


i) Software Engineering & Business Management 
i) Bioinformatics 
ii) Montessori and Kindergarten Teachers' Training and 


iv) Herbology. 


3. The Department of Adult, Continuing Education and Extension has also introduced from this 
year B. Ed (Special Education) degree programme in Locomotor impairment and Cerebral 
Palsy in collaboration with Indian Institute of Cerebral Palsy. This is the first of its kind in 
Eastern India and is in tune with the identified thrust area of Special Education under the 
“University with Potential for Excellence' scheme. 


4. The School of Education Technology (SET) has introduced a M. Tech I.T (Courseware 
Engineering) course in the class-room format. Further, the university through SET is also 
offering (a) P.G Diploma in Multimedia and Web Technology and (b) M. Tech IT (Courseware 
Engineering) in Multimodal Digital Distance Education format. 


e Тһе Faculty of Engineering and Technology, Jadavpur University has been selected as a 
lead Institution under the World Bank assisted Technical Education Quality Improvement 
Programme (TEQIP) of Government of India. The University has been granted an 
allocation of Rs. 23.57 crores under the programme. 


e In the Faculty of Arts, a 2 - year Post Graduate Diploma in Yoga Therapy under the 
Department of. Physical Education has been introduced. A P.G. Certificate course in 
Editing and Publishing has also been introduced. 


• Two new Centres for specialized Studies and Research viz, 1) Centre for Quality 
Construction and Sir C. V Raman Centre for Physics & 2) Music have been started. 
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Department of English has been designated by the UGC as a Center of Advanced 
Studies (CAS). This is a great national recognition considering the fact that the 
Department is the first among Indian Universities to get this status. Further, Department 
of Philosophy has been approved for CAS, Phase IV for five years, 2004 -2009 by the 
UGC. 


University Grants Commission has also extended support to four Departments of the 
Arts Faculty, namely, Comparative Literature, Philosophy, International Relations & 
Economics under its AS/HSS (Strengthening of the Infrastructure of the Humanities and 
Social Sciences) programme. 


The Department of History received the Departmental Research Support (DRS) grant 
of Rs.38.00 lakhs under the UGC Special Assistance Programme to conduct Research 
on the ‘Environmental History of India’. 


The Department of Science and Technology, Government of India has extended support 
to the Department of Chemical Engineering and School of Energy Studies with grants of 
Rs. 65.00 lakhs and Rs. 20.00 lakhs respectively under its FIST (Funding for Improvement 
of Science & Technology Infrastructure in University) programme. 


UGC has brought two of the premier Engineering Departments, Mechanical Engineering 
and Chemical Engineering, under its Departmental Research Support (DRS) of Special 
Assistance Programme (SAP) and Department of Metallurgical & Material Engineering 
has been upgraded from DRS to DSA (Department of Special Assistance) status.

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5.4.7 Highlights of major achievements/activities during 2006-2007 
Academic 


N: 31st Convocation of this University was held on 8th May 2006. The Hon'ble Chancellor of our 
University and Governor of West Bengal presided over the said convocation. Following 
distinguished personalities for outstanding performance in their respective field were conferred 
D.Litt degree (Honoris Causa) :- Professor Deb Kumar Bose for his outstanding contribution 
in the field of Economics, Professor Sobha Brahma for his outstanding contribution in painting 
and sculpture & Shri Ramkumar Chattopadhyay for his outstanding contribution in the field of 
Music. On 9th May 2006 homage to Rabindra Nath Tagore in the style of Kabi Pranam was 
held successfully like previous years at J.S.Campus. Eminent Artists offered their tribute to 
Kabi Guru by performing Rabindra Sangeets and recitations. That programme was directly 
telecasted by the Doordarshan Kendra, Kolkata. People of all strata from different corners of 
the country assembled at Jorasanko Campus, the birthplace of 'Kabi Guru' on that day to pay 
their tribute. Many eminent persons from cultural, literary and political scenario visited Rabindra 
Bharati Museum on that day. 


2- Rakhi Bandhan Festival was observed irrespective of Caste. Creed and Religion for national 
integration which was the dream of Tagore. 


3. Impartment of lesson on Four Foreign Languages like French, Spanish, Italian & Japanese 
are going on in the School of Language & Culture run on self financing basis inside our 
University Campus Course on Hindi Language and Diploma Course in Bengali Literature 
have been introduced. It is worthwhile to mention here that four girl students of Polland are at 
present undergoing the Diploma Course in Bengali Literature (one year duration). Twenty 
three students of Soka University, Japan along with a teacher are expected to attend the 
School of Languages & Culture of our University in the month of January, 2007 for two weeks 
to learn communicative English language and Tagore culture (dance & song). 


4. Centre for Adult Continuing Education & Extension & Field Outreach has been elevated to 
Dept. of Adult Continuing Education & Extension & Field Outreach. Four new courses like (i) 
Post Graduate Diploma in Adult Education (PGDAE) — one year duration (ii) Diploma in Social 
Work (DSW) — one year duration (iii) Certificate course on NGO Management – 6 months 
duration & (iv) Diploma in Acting in Multi Median - one year duration have been started. 
Different programmes like seminars/workshops on different themes (e.g. literacy and 
empowerment of women, Continuing Education and the role of the University, Education for 
all : Its Problems & Prospects, Self Employment & Computer Training, workshop on 'In house 
management for a dynamic University administration' etc, literacy rally, book bazaar, cultural 
functions (Essay, Quiz, Debate, Tagore song, Bangla Gaan, Tagore Dance & Kabi Sammelon 
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etc.) were held in this year in collaboration with different Institutions & Non-Government 
Organizations located in different Districts of our State. Placement, Counseling and Guidance 
Centre have been opened under Dept. of Adult, Continuing Education and Extension & Field 
Outreach. The scheme of Higher Education for Person with Special Needs (HEPSN) approved 
by UGC having the cardinal objective of providing equal educational opportunities to disabled 
persons is being implemented at present. 


Post Graduate Course in Mathematics has been introduced in this academic year with approval 
of the appropriate Authority. Post Graduate Course in Sociology & Geography are expected 
to be introduced in the next Academic year. Diploma/Degree Course in Human Development 
is under preparation. It is expected that the University will be in a position to introduce this 
curriculum shortly. However, Human Development had been inducted in the course curriculum 
of Political Science, Economics and Philosophy by this time. 


The Faculty of Visual Arts has organized an exhibition in the name of 'Aban Meta' like 
previous year. 


Twenty One candidates in different Depts. Under three Faculties have been awarded Ph. D. 
Degree and Thirty Three candidates have been awarded M. Phil Degree. 


Four Visiting Professors and Three Visiting Fellows were appointed in different Depts. With 
the financial assistance from UGC under Unassigned Grant Scheme. 


With the financial assistance under Unassigned Grant Scheme of UGC one Teacher have 
participated in the International Seminar to deliver lecture at Eastern Mediterranean University, 
North Cyprus, Turkey. Apart from that 9 (nine) teachers and 1 (one) Officer have participated 
in National Conference/Seminar Workshops etc. under the said scheme. 


Three Major Research Projects approved and funded by UGC are running. Project Fellow 
and Project Associate have been appointed. 


SAP DRS (Phase - l) in the Dept. of Philosophy under financial assistance of UGC is running 
successfully and the same will be continued upto 31.03.2009. 


At present One University Junior Research Fellow and Five Unviersity Sr. Research Fellows 
are doing their research work in different depts. And One UGC SRF in Drama Dept. is doing 
Research. One Research Fellow is carrying out research by availing “Harindra Nath Dutta 
Fellowship”. Recruitment process for filling up the vacant posts of University Junior Research 
Fellow in different Departments are going on and it is expected that those will be filled up 
short.

State is at present running vibrantly with the objective of extending Higher Education to all in 
eleven subjects like B.A. (Spl. Hons.) (Rabindra Sangeet), M.A. (Rabindra Sangeet, Vocal 
Music), M. A. (Bengali, English, History, Political Science, Sanskrit & Education), Master in 
Social Work (MSW) and M.A. (Environmental Studies). At present more than twenty five 
thousand students have enrolled.

University. 


‘Jora Sanko Thakur Bari-Japan Gallery’, a new wing of Rabindra Bharati University Museum 
had been constructed with financial assistance from Mitsubishi Corporation Private Ltd. of 
Japan. The Hon'ble Chief Minister, West Bengal on 08.11.2006, inaugurated the said Japan 
Art Gallery. Prof. Sudarshan Roychowdhury, Hon'ble Minister in Charge, Higher Education 
Dept., Govt. of W.B., Dr. Pratap Chandra Chandra, Former Education Minister, Govt. of India 
& Mr. Yoshikazu Takeuchi, Consul General of Japan, Kolkata Region remained present in that 
inaugural ceremony. 


Prof. Chidananda Bhattacharya, HOD, English Dept. had been invited as Visiting Fellow in 
North Bengal University. Prof. Sabyasachi Basu Roy Chowdhury, Ex-HOD, Pol. Sc. Dept. had 
been invited as Visiting Fellow in Chennai University, Prof. Satya Narayan Chakraborty, Veteran 
Academician of our Sanskrit Dept. has joined Sorbone University, Paris as an invited Visiting 
Professor. 


As an outcome of the Memorandum of Understanding signed by Calcutta University, Jadavpur 
University and Rabindra Bharati University of India with the Italian counterparts in Rome, 
Naples, Venice and Turin, the Hon'ble Vice Chancellor attended the Italian-Indian Universities 
meeting held on and from 2/4/06 to 7/4/2006 at Turin for coordination of Educational Exchange 
Programme. At present we are facing a lot of difficulties in order to bring the said agreement 
effective particularly in terms of meeting up the international air travel expenses to be incurred 
by the foreign faculties (Visiting Professor of foreign university). However, two Professors of 
Turin University have been invited to our University from our own resources and they are 
scheduled to visit our campus in the month of January 2007. One student of Venice University 


had reached in our University for his postdoctoral research in Philosophy at the end of 
November 2006. 
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At present we are having five Research Centres namely, Tagore Research Centres, School 
of Vedic Gandhian Studies, S. Radhakrishnan Studies, Centre for Mass Communication funded 
by the University Grants Commission during IXth Plan Period and those Centres are promoting 
research successfully. The School of Vedic Studies has been recognized as a zonal level 
centre by UGC and is playing a very important role in Indological Studies. The proposal for 
establishing a new centre for Indological Studies and Research has been passed by the 
Faculty Council and Executive Council of our University and the same is expected to be 
inaugurated shortly. 


Our NSS is praying a very active role in generating awareness On HIV/AIDS issues . AIDS 
Awareness Camp was held like previous years. Dandi March Celebration was observed jointly 
by NSS and Centre for Gandhian Studies at the eve of completion of 75 years of Dandi 
March led by Mahatma Gandhi. 


Faculty of Visual Arts is now taking initiative for organizing the UGC approved Refresher 
Course. 


Four students under Faculty of Fine Arts had been awarded National Scholarship. One student 
of Fine Arts stood second at the state level in the youth festival. 


'Gitabitan Utsav’ was observed at J.S.Campus on 05.12.2006. Students & Teachers Faculty 
of Fine Arts participated in that programme and the said programme was telecasted by the 
Doordarshan, Kolkata. 


UGC has approved the projects namely: Infrastructure of Women Students, Teachers and 
Non-Teaching Staff in Universities, Construction of Women's Hostel & Population Education 
and those are now being implemented.

Moreover, many part-time research 
scholars have also enrolled for their Ph.D works in different Depts. under three faculties. 


5.5 UNIVERSITY OF BURDWAN (1960) 


The University of Burdwan was established under West Bengal Act XXIX of 1959 as a teaching and 
affiliating university. It started functioning from 15th June, 1960 with six postgraduate teaching 
departments and thirty under-graduate colleges spread over five districts viz. Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Purulia and Hooghly. The university has expanded gradually and at present, the number of 
post-graduate departments is 28 and that of affiliated colleges 109. It runs a variety of academic and 
administrative programmes in respect of teaching, research and other allied activities.

5.6 KALYANI UNIVERSITY (1960) 


The University of Kalyani was established in 1960 with a campus area of over 400 acres in Kalyani 
town. Itis well connected by road and railway, with a railway station for the University. The University 
is situated іп a locality with rural and backward areas. Yet, its distance from Kolkata is only 60 km. 
This location advantage of the University makes it particularly suitable for the Cafeteria Approach' 
of higher education.

New Courses and Prgrammes : 


Accreditation by NAAC & subsequent steps : 


After the process of Assessment and Accreditation of the University as a whole by NAAC during 
2001, the University is taking Strategic Plans for accelerating new programmes of teaching and 
research in Emerging Areas before the next visit of the Peer Review Team of NAAC which is due in 
2007. The Internal Quality Assurance Cell is going to organize one day workshop on Best Practices 
under the auspices of NAAC and for which financial assistance to the tune of Rs.1.05 lakh has been 
received from NAAC. 


Assistance received from UGC & State Govt. under Plan Head : 


The progress of the Developmental schemes also speaks for continuing progress. The University 
has received and fully utilized a grant of Rs. 204.00 lakh out of a total allocation of Rs. 340.00 lakh 
as Xth Plan Developmental Assistance from UGC. Appreciating the progress the university has so 
far made, UGC has released the third installment of Developmental Assistance to the tune of Rs. 
68.00 lakh. 
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To take steady stride towards sustained development the University in the current financial year has 
submitted a proposal for capital construction to the tune of Rs. 2.50 crore to the Govt.of West Bengal 
towards construction of the Departments of Molecular Biology & Biotechnology, Microbiology, 
Physiology, Geography and renovation of Library Building and those are under active consideration 
of the Higher Education Department. Against an administrative approval of Rs.14.00 lakh the University 
has received an amount of Rs. 7.50 lakh towards construction and repair of Science Faculty Road. 


Earned Accolade from DST- Govt. of India : 


It would be worth mentioning that after availing of the funding of Department of Science & Technology 
(DST), Govt. of India under the FIST( Fund for Improvement of infrastructure in Science & Technology) 
Programme to the tune of Rs. 143.00 lakh the departments of Chemistry, Biochemistry & Biophysics, 


and Zoology have now applied for the Special Assistance Programme of the UGC and those are 
under active consideration. 


Research Activities : 


The University Departments in all of its faculties have recorded remarkable performance in research.

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5.8 VIDYASAGAR UNIVERSITY (1981) 


The University was established on 29th September 1981 under the Vidyasagar University Act 1981 
(West Bengal Act VIII of 1981). It has been named after Pandit Iswar Chandra Bandyopadhyay, 
known as Vidyasagar, the great educationist and social worker of Bengal. The Vidyasagar University 
was established with a mission to serve the society through development of Higher Education. 
Moreover, this university intends to serve the local needs depending on ethnic, socio-cultural and 
geographical factors and at the same time, the demands of mainstream education. The University 
logo with the motto "Education, Knowledge, Progress" embodies the mission stated above. 


The campus of the university has an area of 182.75 acres (the main campus measuring 103.79 
acres, the residential campus 35.09 acres and the third campus 43.97 acres to be developed as the 
Centres of the University). 


The university is an affiliating one with its jurisdiction extending to the limit of Midnapore District or 
any District, which may be created in future out of any part thereof. Thirty colleges of Calcutta 
University within the District of Midnapore were initially deemed to have been affiliated to Vidyasagar 
University after ceasing to be affiliated to that university. Thereafter, a few colleges were established 
and affiliated to this university, taking the total number to 46. The figure includes three Law Colleges 
(one at Midnapore town, one at Haldia and another at Sarsuna, Kolkata) and 4 para-medical colleges, 
2 Govt. colleges and 2 Girls’ Colleges.

The School of Biotechnology consists of two departments viz. the Department of Bioinformatics and 
the Department of Biotechnology.

DEPARTMENT OF BIOINFORMATICS 


WBUT has realized the need for introducing teaching and research programme in bioinformatics in 
addition to the biotechnology programme. In fact the University is already running four-semester M. 
Tech. as well as five-year Post-B.Sc. Integrated Ph. D. programme in Bioinformatics. These courses 
are becoming increasingly popular from the point of view of job opportunities. In fact the B. Tech 
programme of WBUT under the School of Information Technology also includes bioinformatics as a 
part of teaching curriculum. 
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The teaching and research programme in bioinformatics is one of the thrust areas at WBUT. During 
the last 50 years, since the developement of modern biology based on protein and DNA structures, 
there has been an amazing increase in molecular and genetic information. Creation and handling of 
crystal data bases for huge molecular and genetic information. Creation and handling of crystal data 
bases for huge molecules like proteins and DNA are of utmost importance today. Since the unfolding 
of genetic information in the human genome in recent years, data management has reached new 
dimensions altogether. The discipline of Bioinofrmatics encompasses not only structural database 
analysis but also other aspects like rational drug design, QSAR, phylogenetic studies etc.

The Department of Biotechnology was established in 2003 with a view to develop a Centre of 
Excellence for education and research in biotechnology. In so doing, a four-semester AICTE - approved 
M. Tech. Programme in Biotechnology was started with students qualifying in the All India level Joint 
Entrance Examination (JEE) conducted by Jawaharlal Nehru University, New Delhi. In fact the M. 
Tech, programmes in biotechnology at WBUT and at Anna University, Chennai are the only two 
programmes in the country supported by the Department of Biotechnology, Govt. of India. The 
department also runs a post - B.Sc. five-year Integrated Ph. D. program in Molecular Biology - 
students admitted are eligible for award of a University Fellowship of Rs. 4000/- per month (subject 
to certain Conditions). The department has excellent laboratory infrastructure in all the major areas 
of biotechnology and molecular biology.

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SCHOOL OF MANAGEMENT FOR ADVANCE STUDIES AND RESEARCH 


The School of Management (SOM) has been set up by WBUT as a Centre for Advanced Studies and 
Research in Management. This school presently consists of the Department of Natural Sciences, 
Humanities and Management. 


SOM propose to address the urgent need for a programme to develop and train management 
faculty in affiliated colleges by offering in Integrated Doctoral Programme in Management (M. Phil. / 
Ph. D.) and a Ph. D. Programme in Management. 


Specifically keeping the management faculty in mind SOM will also offer refresher courses, workshops 
and seminars on a regular basis. Through these efforts, SOM will cultivated research activities in the 
area of management with a conscious effort develop an interdisciplinary approach. The link with 
industry will be maintained through regular consultancy services which will be offered by SOM to the 
corporate sector. Hence the activities of SOMK will benefit both the academic and corporate sector 
alike.

Integrated Ph. D. Programmes in Physics and Chemistry are being conducted in this nodal centre, S. 
N. Bose Centre for Basic Sciences. Student are admitted into the Physics course through the national 
level JEST examination. So far, 5 students have registered for Ph. D. in Physics. In the next five years 
the department will work on the improvement of these courses. WBUT has also started a one year 
M. Phil course on “Material Science" from this academic year 2006-07 because of the importance of 
material science in the present day industrial environment throughout the world. The course will 
stress on the theory of polymer, ceramics and nano-materials and will also have laboratory experiments 
as well as research. The department has a plant to start a study centre in Chaos, Non-linearity and 
Complexity. A web page has been put up as a start www.wbutccr.org and experts are being contacted. 
Since the department has the relevant expertise, M. Tech. courses in Polymer and Material Science 
will be developed and research will be pursued in collaboration with other institutes.

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The University is located in a sylvan surrounding in the district of Howrah, on the bank of the river 
Hooghly and is adjacent to the famous Indian Botanic Garden. It is only a few minutes drive to the 
heart of Kolkata through the Vidyasagar Setu.

Ramakrishna Mission Vivekananda Educational and Research Institute has been established as a 
self financing Deemed to be university, the first of its kind in West Bengal. This university under 
Ramakrishna Mission's aegis forms in a sense the actualization of Swami Vivekananda's vision about 
a university at Belur. Swami Vivekananda wanted a unigue type of Educational Institute that would 
combine the best elements of the East and the West and impart such an education that would be 
character-building at the individual level and at the collective level help the enormous task of nation- 
building. The sincere efforts initiated by Ramakrishna Mission during Swami Vivekananda's birth 
centenary in 1963 culminated in the creation of a deemed university in 2005. 


This new university bearing the name of Swami Vivekananda will focus on certain thrust areas 
which are generally the 'gap areas' in conventional universities in the country. 


Some of these thrust areas are : 


(1) Disability Management and Special Education (that would train teachers to manage visually 
impaired, mentally retarded and hearing impaired children and adults through teacher-training 
courses and research), 


(2) Integrated Rural Development including Tribal Development (which would strive to achieve 
all round development for the rural and tribal people by imparting education in areas like 
integrated pest management, agro-based and appropriate bio-technology, etc.), 


(3) Disaster Management (including pre- and post-disaster management techniques), ' 


(4) Indian Cultural and Spiritual Heritage including Value Education (which would expose and 
sensitize our youth and adults to the eternal values enshrined in our heritage with a view to 
educating them in liberal, non- sectarian, non-dogmatic principles and doctrines conducive 
to peace, harmony, love, mutual respect and fellow-feeling). 


While the central administrative office that would monitor and regulate the programmes will be situated 
in West Bengal at Belur Math in the district of Howrah, the university will operate and function in the 
matter of running the various courses etc through the different centres of Ramakrishna Mission 
spread over the country, all of them being under the regulatory control of Belur Math headquarters. 
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In addition to the above, the university has initiated research programmes in certain non-conventional 
areas like Ramakrishna-Vivekananda philosophy, Translation Studies, Vedanta vis-a-vis modern 
science, etc on the one hand, and in hard core fundamental sciences like theoretical physics, pure 
mathematics and theoretical computer science on the other.

Distance Education is often confused with Correspondence Education. The distinction between 
Correspondence Education and Distance Education lies in their aims, methods and orientation. 
Correspondence Education is an extension of conventional education. Distance Education aims at 
varied goals. These include personal growth, training for better job prospects and job enhancement, 
a change in attitude, etc., in addition to imparting knowledge. Distance Education allows learning at 
one's own pace and offers easy entry and exit points. It makes life-long learning a reality. Distance 
Education employs a multimedia learning package. It is characterised essentially by the advanced 
learning strategies effected by modern communication technology. Correspondence Education, on 
the other hand, depends mostly on printed materials distributed by post.

6.225 STUDENT SUPPORT SERVICES 
Support services are provided through a network of Study Centres scattered all over the country. 


Study Centres are the actual focal points where the learners receive regular information and learning 
Support. Each Study Centre is provided with library, audio and video facilities for the students. 
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Senior and experienced academics and professionals are engaged in face-to-face counselling to 
further help them in the learning process. The Study Centres are generally located in existing 
educational institutions and normally function on holidays and Sundays and in the evening on working 
days. Each Study Centre is manned by part-time staff drawn from the host institution. To co-ordinate 
the functioning of Study Centres IGNOU has set up 19 Regional Centres in different parts of the 
country. 


The IGNOU Regional Centre, Calcutta looks after the activities of the University in West Bengal. A 
list of Study Centres under Calcutta is given in the Appendix.

6.3.7 BOSEINSTITUTE 
P1/12, Acharya Prafulla Chandra Road, Kolkata-700 009 


The Bose Institute was founded by Acharya Sir Jagadish Chandra Bose in 1917 for the advancement 
of science and dissemination of knowledge. The Institute has served the nation for the past 85 years 
through its pursuit of advancement of knowledge in science and technology. There are departments 
of Biochemistry, Biophysics, Botany, Microbiology, Chemistry and Physics and the research sections 
on Animal Physiology, Environmental Science, Immunotechnology and Plant Molecular & Cellular * 
Genetics. In addition, there are support and service centres like RSIC, DIC, Library, Workshop etc. 


Research Activities Е 


The research programmes of the Biochemistry Department include studies for the basic understanding 
of gene expression in planis and bacteria, plant and animal biotechnology, yeast and parasite 
molecular biology, structure-activity relationship proteins and structural biology. 


The major theme of the Biophysics Department is structure, function and dynamics of biomolecules. 
The research interests are mainly focused on proteins, nucleic acids and small pharmacologically 
active compounds. 


The major research goal of Botany Department established in 1917 is to improve crop productivity 
using conventional and modern technigues, where genes with elite characters particularly those 
endowed with biotic and abiotic stress tolerance are identified and located in wild relatives, with an 
objective to incorporate those in cultigens of rice, Brassica, Beta and Chenopodium using breeding, 
tissue culture and genetic engineering technigues. 
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The programmes of the Chemistry Department are centred around studies on biomolecules. The 
major objective is to understand the chemical and biochemical nature of these molecules and gain 
information about their roles in biological processes. 


The research activities of the Microbiology Department address mainly the problems in the areas of 
parasitic and bacterial infections, drug design, detoxification, plant-microbe and mineral-microbe 
interactions. 


The Physics Department is one of the oldest departments in the Institute, as the founder himself 
was a physicist. The main objective of this department is to improve our understanding of the basic 
laws of nature, in the realm of both macro and micro worlds. 


The Research Section on Animal Physiology was established in1930 with the objective of 
understanding basic amphibian, piscine and invertebrate physiology, reproductive physiology, drug 
research and nutrition. 


The section on Environmental Sciences created in1992 mainly deals with studies on Air, Noise, 
Water, Land and Biological environment and provide consultancy services to Industries. The section 
extends consultancy work on Quality Control, Monitoring and Control and Environmental Pollution at 
the local and national level. 


The Immunotechnology section was created in 1992. Newly introduced programmes include an 
effect to understand phage induced modifications and inactivation of host aminoacyl tRNA synthetase, 
and a study of white spot syndrome associated baculovirus affecting shrimp aquaculture in India. 


The Plant Molecular & Cellular Genetics section was established in1989 with the objective of studying 
basic and applied aspects of plant processes through modern molecular approaches. 


6.3.8 INDIAN INSTITUTE OF CHEMICAL BIOLOGY

(Established in the year 1935) 


The Indian Institute of Chemical Biology has always focussed basic research in Bio-Medical science. 
Over the years, it has endeavoured to attain excellence in basic biological research and to focus 
attention on applied research.

Leishmaniasis, Vibrio Cholerae, Developmental Neurobiology and Neurological Disorders, Cell Biology, 
Reproductive Biology, Chemistry of Bio-active Substances, Immunobiology and Immunochemistry, 
Protein Engineering and Structural Biology, Bio-technology, Theoretical Biology and Modelling of 
Bio-systems, Drug Designing and Molecular modelling.

The Satyendra Nath Bose National Centre For Basic Sciences was established in 1986 to foster the 
growth of advanced studies in selected branches of basic sciences and to conduct original researches 


in theoretical and mathematical sciences and other basic sciences in frontier areas including 


challenging theoretical studies of future application and to train young scientists for basic researches. 
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Main Programmes are : 


Theoretical Physics, Applied Mathematics, Mathematical Modeling and Theoretical Chemistry. This 
centre has been maintaining an excellent standard in research activities, conducting various seminars 
and collaborating programmes with different universities in and outside the country. 


Some of the research projects undertaken : 


Electronic structure of random alloys, Nuclear Fission and Nuclear structure calculation, Probing the 


foundation of Quantum Theory, High-Tc Super conductors-effects of radiation damage, Liguid Crystals, 
Statistical mechanics-theory of sand piles and aggregates.

7.1 GENERAL INFORMATION ON GOVERNMENT AND NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES: 


There are, different categories of Colleges in West Bengal like Govt. colleges, non Govt. colleges 
under pay packet scheme and private self financing colleges under the administrative jurisdiction of 
the Higher Education Department. They include General Degree Colleges and professional colleges 
like Law Colleges, Teachers’ Training Colleges, Management colleges and Engineering & Technological 
Colleges etc. Districtwise distribution of various category of colleges has been shown here. 


General Degree Colleges in this State are under two broad categories—(i) Government Colleges 
and (ii) Non-Government Colleges. Self financing private colleges have also been set up in this 


area. 


Government Colleges are directly controlled by the State. Government. The entire expenditure for 
these Colleges are borne by the Higher Education Department. The teaching and non-teaching staff 
of these Colleges are Government employees. 


The Non-Government Degree Colleges are also financed by the Higher Education Department 
almost entirely. In 1978, the PAY PACKET SCHEME was introduced for payment of salary of teaching 
and non-teaching employees of the Colleges under the West Bengal Colleges (Payment of Salaries) 
Act, 1978. All Non-Govemment degree colleges (including erstwhile sponsored colleges) receive 
salary under this scheme. Recently the State Govt. has allowed a few autonomous non profit making 
societies/trusts to set up a few private colleges on self financing basis. The General Degree Colleges 
have a wide variety in enrolment, subjects offered and in educational achievements.

The Department feels that Honours teaching facility should be evenly distributed in the districts 
amongst various subjects in Arts, Science and Commerce Groups.

In the case of extension of affiliation to new subjects in the existing colleges, the infrastructure of the 
particular college, its teaching strength, academic record as evidenced by examination results, 
location, area served, etc. are taken into consideration. Special importance is also given for according 
affiliation to new subjects in colleges, which have a higher SC/ ST student population. A number of 
Govt. and Non-Govt. Colleges have been given extension of affiliation in respect of new subjects 
during 2006-2007. Some colleges have more than one shift on account of student population.

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Most of the sciences teaching colleges teach physical sciences (Physics/Chemistry). Life Sciences 
(Botany/Zoology/Physiology) are taught in less number of colleges. Subjects like Statistics, Geology, 
Computer Science, Electronics, etc. are taught in a limited number of colleges although there is a 
great demand for those subjects. In view of the above, the Higher Education Department has been 
granting affiliation for Computer Science and Electronics in several colleges at both the general and 
the honours level. 


It may be noted from the following table that only 207 colleges offer teaching in Commerce. As 
regards districtwise distribution of these colleges, the percentage is high (i.e. more than 60%) in only 
6 districts, namely, Howrah, Hooghly, Burdwan, Birbhum, Nadia and South 24 Parganas.

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There are girls' colleges in all districts except Birbhum and North Dinajpur. The oldest Girls' College 
in the State is Bethune College, which was established in 1879. Besides the above-mentioned colleges, 
there are some professional colleges (Teachers' Training / Fine Arts/ Home Science etc.) which are 
meant for girls’ students only. There are some co-education colleges with facility of Girls' Hostel. 
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FACILITIES 


Although games and sports are not included in regular curricular programme of General Degree 
Colleges, the Government encourages these activities in various ways. There are posts of Physical 
Instructor/ Physical Instructress in all Government Colleges and in some Non-Government Colleges. 
They are entrusted with the responsibility of organising games and sports in respective colleges. 
Grants are released to colleges for purchase of eguipment for games and sports. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


Most of the Govt. Colleges have playgrounds within or outside. The students of the colleges are 
encouraged to participate in games and sports. An INTER-GOVT. COLLEGE ATHLETIC MEET is 
held every year. 


NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The picture of the non-Govt. colleges is slightly different. It is understood from available data that 
105 colleges have playground attached to those colleges, while 25 colleges have playground outside 
the campus. But the playgrounds of most of those colleges are not spacious enough for popular 
games like football or cricket. Like Govt. Colleges, inter non-Govt. College athletic meet and Football 
competition is organised by the Directorate of Physical Education annually. 


7.3 HOSTEL FACILITIES IN COLLEGES 


All the Government Engineering and Technological Colleges have hostel facility. All the Govt. Teachers’ 
Training Colleges, excepting one, also have this facility. Amongst the Govt. General Degree Colleges, 
however, only ten colleges have hostels. Amongst the non-Govt. (General Degree and Teachers' 
Training) colleges, ninety three colleges offer this facility. The number of non-Govt. colleges in each 
district having hostel facility is shown below :

74 SOME SALIENT FEATURES OF COLLEGES 


A. 


Government Colleges 


Centre for Advanced Study : 


Presidency College has a Centre for Advanced Studies in Economics. This centre was started 
in 1972 under the Special Assistance Programme of the U.G.C. The centre helps in conducting 
the teaching programme in Economics at B.A (Hons) level and carries out research 
programmes. Seminars and workshops are also organised by the Centre on various aspects 
of macro and micro-economics. The primary thrust of research in the Centre has been in the 
formulation of approaches and methods for understanding some important problems of Indian 
economy. Two posts of Professors have been created by the Govt. of West Bengal exclusively 
for the Centre. The Geology Deptt. of Presidency College has been declared as Centre for 
Advance Studies (CAS) by the U.G.C. in 2006 and Rs. 1 Crore has also be granted for overall 
upgradation of infrastructure of this Department. 


College of Excellence : 


Presidency College is the first college in West Bengal to be declared as the “College with 
Potential for Excellence’ by the UGC and Rs. 35 lakhs have been granted by UGC which is 
being used for total computerization of the college. Loreto College, St. Xaviers College and 
Scottis Church College, Kolkata have also earned this distinction. 


Research/ Partnership : 


Ford Foundation, UGC, DST -Gol, CSIR, etc, have funded special research and academic 
projects in top government colleges. Presidency College alone has received nearly Rs. 5 cr. 


Libraries, Laboratories and Computer systems have been upgraded to enhance research and 
other academic facilities. 


Created financial flexibility : 


The Principal's of the Govt. Colleges have been given the financial powers of DPI/Secretary for 


sanctioning expenditure. They do not have to approach HE Deptt/DPI for these matters, as 
was the system before.

Beside the Government Colleges, the State at present has 501 Non-Government Colleges of different 
categories of which 375 are non-Government General Degree College. Serampore College, 
established in 1818 under the initiative of the Danish Government is the oldest. It thus coincides with 
the year of establishment of Hindu College (later Presidency College) in Calcutta. It was followed by 
Krishnath College (1858), St. Xaviers' College (1860), St. Paul's College (1865) and Midnapore College 
(1873). The establishment of the colleges was, in some cases, associated with the National 
(Education) Movement in India during the British period, such as Surendranath College (1884) and 
Jadavpur Vidyapith (now Jadavpur Vidyapith College of Education). The decadal growth of Colleges 
(Appendix II) will show the course of development of Non-Government Colleges. 


Since Independence, the Central and the State Governments have appointed various commissions 
in the field of education, the University Education Commission, 1948-49, the Indian Education

Commission (Kothari Commission), 1964-66 and the Education Commission (Ashok Mitra 
Commission), 1992-93 etc. for the improvement of education and the service conditions of the Non- 
Government College teachers which were not at par with those of the Government Colleges teachers. 
Various effective steps have been taken for the improvement of the service conditions of teachers of 
Non-Government Colleges since the Left Front Government came into power in 1977, which 
include : 


e As there was no security in service of College teachers and the payment of their salary 
was irregular, the present Government, after assumption of power, passed the West Bengal 
College (Payment of Salaries) Act, 1978 by which the security of service and the payment 
of salaries were ensured by the State Government. The Pay Packet Scheme is administered 
by Education Directorate. 


e The Governing body of the Non-Government Colleges was democratized by the inclusion 
of elected representatives of the teaching and the non-teachings staff of the college. 


e Previously the non-Government Colleges had to deposit 509. of their income in the 
Government Exchequer against the total payment of salary by the State Government. But 
the Government has waived this deposit. 


e Similarly, Death-cum-Retirement benefit scheme was sanctioned for teachers of Non- 
Government Colleges in 1978. In 1993-94 an enhanced rate of pension and other benefits 
were sanctioned for teachers who had opted for them, making the benefits at par with those 
of the Government College teachers. A Pension Cell is attached to the Pay Packet Section 
of the Education Directorate to look after the payment of the Retirement Benefits of the 
Non-Government College teachers. Recently (2005-06) Govt. has taken urgent steps to 
clear the backlogs in pension related cases. 


e Setting up of new departments/affiliation of new subjects in the emerging areas. 
e Setting up of new courses/programme on self financing basis. 


e Professional and vocational courses in collaboration with different organisations/institutes. 


Expansion and Quality improvement : 


The State Government has concentrated on the decentralization of educational opportunities to the 
rural and other backward areas of the State to meet the demands of the people for education. 
Between 1977 to 2004 of General Degree Colleges have been established in different parts of the 
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State. The State Government is equally conscious of the need for improvement of the quality of 
college education. Every year the State Government has been sanctioning grants for the development 
of libraries and laboratories of the Colleges. Funds are also released for the repair, reconstruction/ 
renovation and extension of college buildings. 


The responsibility of management of non-Government colleges lies with the Governing Bodies of 
the colleges subject to overall jurisdiction of the State Govt. The academic matters of the Colleges 


are looked after by the University concerned to which the colleges are affiliated.

C. National Assessment & Accreditation Council (NAAC) 


The last five decades have seen a notable increase in the number of Higher Education Institutions in 
the country. The need for quality in public Instructions cannot be overlooked in any level of educational 
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structure of the country. However, maintenance of quality in Higher Education considering all socio- 
economic aspects, including the higher amount of investment per student, is a matter of paramount 


importance. 


In order to address this issue of guality in higher education in the country, an apex evaluatory body, 
the National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC, Bangalore) has been constituted under 
the jurisdiction of the University Grants Commission, New Delhi in 1994. 


In West Bengal seven state-aided universities attached to this department and one hundred six 
General Degree Colleges have been assessed and accredited by NAAC so far. 


° Placement of Teachers in Non-Government Colleges 


The State Government established the West Bengal College Service Commission in 1979 for 
making recommendations for filling up the vacancies of different categories of teaching posts 
in Non-Government colleges. The College Service Commission has been successful in filling 
up the vacant posts of academic staff in large numbers and has helped in raising the academic 
atmosphere in the Colleges. 


e Commitment of the State Govt. towards Payment of higher remuneration to 
Part-time Teachers 


Effective steps have already been taken towards payment of remuneration to part time teachers 
@ Rs. 4000/pm . Rs.107 crore has been allotted during 2005-2006 fiscal. Provisions have also 
been made in the current year's budget in this matter. 


e Sanction of Additional post of teachers for the Colleges 


. During the year, 1000 teaching posts in non-Govt. colleges and 125 teaching posts in Govt. 
colleges have been created.

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8.1 TEACHERS' TRAINING 


Secondary Teacher Education Programme in West Bengal : 


In all there are 47 Secondary Teacher Education (B.Ed) Institutions established decades ago. Out of 
these 7 are Government Colleges, 19 are Government aided full-fledged colleges, 15 are Government 
aided General Colleges with B.Ed. Departments and 6 Universities where B.Ed. Course is offered. 


In the last 3 years 35 new Secondary Teachers Education Institutions have been established on self- 
financing basis with a view to cope with the growing demand of trained teachers in the State. The 
Government of West Bengal has issued no objection for establishment of such colleges on the 
recommendation of West Bengal State Council of Higher Education and the Universities have given 
affiliation to some of those colleges for running the B.Ed. Course. 


All the 7 Government Colleges and all 6 B.Ed. Departments in the Universities are, at present, 
recognized by the National Council for Teacher Education (NCTE). Out of 19 Non-Govt. full-fledged 
teacher training colleges 11 have already got recognition of NCTE and the rest are under process of 
getting the same very soon. Out of 15 non-Govt. Degree Colleges having B.Ed. Department 7 have 
already got recognition from NCTE. Out of 36 very recently established self-financing colleges 3 
have secured NCTE recognition. 


The training colleges not yet recognized by the NCTE are getting ready to achieve that and the Govt. 
of West Bengal has taken necessary steps to get those colleges recognized as soon as possible.for 
Women, Hastings House, Govt. Training College, Hooghly, and Ramkrishna Mission Sikshak Sikshan 
Mandir, Belurmath, have been upgraded to Centres for Teacher Education(CTE). Two more colleges 
are going to be upgraded to CTE very soon. 


The Teachers’ Training Colleges fall into two categories: (a) B.Ed Colleges and (b) Physical Education 
Colleges.

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83 LAW EDUCATION 


The introduction of law education in India can be traced back to the year 1827 when the course was 
introduced in Hindu College. When Presidency College came into being in 1855, law education became 
an important department of the College. Various factors, however, compelled this law department to be 
abolished in 1884. Ripon College (now Surendranath College) was granted affiliation to teach B. L. in 
1885. The next major step in law education of the State was taken when Calcutta University opened its 
law college in 1909. Since 1970, four more law colleges have come up, along with law colleges at 
North Bengal and Burdwan Universities. The academic status of law education has however, fluctuated 
over the decades. Initially, it attracted brilliant scholars and produced most of the legal luminaries of the 
19th century. After the First World War, the legal profession became overcrowded. After the 
Independence, law graduates came to be in high demand due to industrial and commercial growth and 
the facilities for law education was expanded. 


Previously, the study of law comprised 3 year courses but of late, a major innovation has been made by 
introducing a 5-year integrated course on the recommendations of the All India Bar Council. The 
course starts beyond the H.S. stage and the first 2 years include, apart from some basic law courses, 
English, Political Science, History and allied subjects. The last three years are devoted to the teaching 
of only law subjects. 


The West Bengal University of Juridical Science was formally inaugurated on 22nd April 2000. The 
admission to the 5-year Course in law offered by the University is made through an All India Entrance 
Examination. The present position in legal education in the State is enumerated below in a summary 
form. Law Colleges have also been established on self financing basis.

The West Bengal Board of Examination for admission to Engineering, Medical and Technological 
Degree Colleges was formed as West Bengal Board of Examination for admission to Engineering 
Degree Colleges in the year 1962 vide Order No. 828-Edn(T) dated 02.03.1962 in terms of an 
Executive Order issued by the Higher Education Department (Technical Branch), Government of 
West Bengal, born out of a concept of holding a common admission test for the Engineering Colleges 
of the State of West Bengal. The basic purpose was to select candidates for consideration for admission 
to the State Universities/Colleges/ Institutions on the basis of the results of a single competitive 
examination which would also lead to saving of time, energy and expenditure on the part of the 
candidates in appearing at number of entrance tests. 


Since inception, the office of the Board has been functioning at Slater Hall in the campus of Bengal 
Engineering and Science University, Shibpur [erstwhile Bengal Engineering College], Howrah — 711103. 
The Vice-Chancellor of Bengal Engineering and Science University, Shibpur is the Chairman of this 
Board while twenty nine other Members include the heads of professional Universities/Colleges, 
Officials from the Departments of Higher Education and Health of the Government of West Bengal 
and Member-Secretary who happens to be a senior faculty member of Bengal Engineering and 
Science University, Shibpur. The total number of candidates appearing in all the examinations taken 
together has increased from 5,000 in 1962 to more than 1 lakh in the year 2005-06.

The Paschim Banga Hindi Academy founded in 1990 functions under the administrative control of 
the Department of Higher Education. 


|. AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


The main objective of the Academy is to encourage the study of Hindi language and literature in the 
State of West Bengal, especially among the non-Hindi speaking people, both the rural and urban 
areas. The other objectives of the Academy are : 


(1) to encourage and undertake translation of Bengali classics and scholarly works in Bengali on 
literature, history, science and technology — into Hindi; 


(2) to publish Hindi text books for different classes following the syllabi and curricula meant for 
non-Hindi speaking people; 


(3) to undertake and encourage research іп Hindi language and literature, etc. 
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ll. STRUCTURE 


The academy has a General Council consisting of 61 members, a Governing Body consisting of 23 
members. The Governing Body has constituted five sub-committees consisting of 5 members each. 
The Chief Minister, Government of West Bengal and the Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education 
Department, Government of West Bengal are the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman respectively of 
the Paschim Banga Hindi Academy. 


9.7 WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTERS 


The office of the State Editor, West Bengal District Gazetteers was set up in the late fifties to implement 
the Government of India Schemes of revision of Gazetteers which were compiled and published 
during the British Rule. Since then research, Compilation and publication of Gazetteers have been 
invoked for long periods. Thereupon many original district reports for making gazetteers were 
published. Besides that worthwhile reprints written by different personalities like Hunter, F.D. Ascoli, 
F.E. Pergiter's reports were also published. But now in view of audit objection for printing, the production 
of C.D. has been taken into consideration for the report (1) Rivers of Bengal Vol.IV, (2) Sannyasis, 
Fakirs and Maghs by J.M. Ghosh. 


Staff pattern of the office 


The staff pattern in this office is quite different from other offices; as this office is a publication- 
oriented one with its own accounting system; Editorial/Research/Publication Wings; Own Library 
enriched with precious rare books; own Sales Counter, etc. Having been set up in 1959 at the 
instance of the Government of India, the office has been writing/compiling/revising/editing and 
publishing West Bengal District Gazetteers and allied literature, initially under the guidance of the 
Expert Committee of the Government of India and then the State Advisory Committee.

West Bengal State Archives is the oldest repository of Government records in the country. It occupies 
an important place in the Government set Up since it is the custodian of records created by all 
Government Offices. Besides its primary function of preservation of records it caters to the needs of 
the users and as such, plays an important role in generating awareness about public records among 
common people. At present it functions from three wings viz. (a) Historical Section at 6, Bhowani 
Dutta Lane, Kolkata-73, (b) Current Section at Writers' Buildings, Kolkata-1 and (c) New Functional 
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Building at 43, Shakespeare Sarani, Kolkata-17. Historical Section houses pre 1900 records and 
Current Section preserves documents of post 1900 period. The Functional Building preserves such 
I.B. records so far transferred to the Archives and the voluminous P.W.D. records. There is also a 
Photo-Archives and Permanent Exhibition Gallery in the Functional Building. 


Organisational Structure 


The West Bengal State Archives is headed by the Director who is assisted by one Deputy Director, 
Two Assistant Directors, Two Chief Archivists, Six Archivists, Fourteen Assistant Archivists, One 
Micro Photographer and other Archival and Administrative Staff Members at different level. 


The year 2006-2007 was one of continuing activities and programmes undertaken by W.B.S.A in 
connection with the celebration of centenary year of 'Partition of Bengal and Its Aftermath' and 
preparatory works concerning the Revolt of 1857. 


Public Exhibition 


To commemorate the 150th anniversary of the “Great Revolt of 1857' W.B.S.A is going to organize an 
exhibition of records pertaining to the event that took place in Bengal and preserved in this storehouse. 
Selection of records and preparatory work for organizing such an exhibition has been done during 
the year in question. 


Publication 


Publication of records is a regular function of Archives. As a continuing programme of Celebration of 
Centenary Year of Partition of Bengal (1905), records on ‘Partition of Bengal and Swadeshi Movement 
in Bengal have been selected and sent to the press for publication. 


As 2007 is the 150th Year of the ‘Great Revolt of 1857’ WBSA has taken up the programme to 
celebrate the year and to bring out one publication on the occasion. Records pertaining to the event 
and preserved in this Archives have already been selected and preparatory work towards publication 
has almost been completed during this period. Negotiations are on with the Indian Council of Historical 
Research, the National Archives of India and other institutions of higher learning in India for this 


purpose. 


WBSA is also going to publish the list of Subordinate Executive Servants, the manuscript of which 
has been prepared during the period under review.

Mandir joined this training which was conducted during November 2006- January 2007.

Being the principal repository of records W B S A has decided to celebrate the 150th Year of the 
“Great revolt of 1857' Keeping in view this celebration WBSA has designed its Annual Archives Week 
Programme along this line. 


Function of new computer and digital unit : 


To keep pace with the modern Technology of reproduction system and also provide service to the 
users, WBSA has set up its computer and digital unit. With a view to save the valuable records from 
further deterioration due to freguent use and inclement climate, WBSA has taken up a digitization 
programme. It started scanning & copying of records in CDS. A considerable volume of records 
preserved in the Historical Section have already been digitized during this period. 


Conservation 


As conservation is the primary function of Archives this year attempt has been made to restore 
Proceeding. Volumes of different departments, old books, I.B. records and PWD records, photographs 
and photo-slides received from I. B.

Library 


West Bengal State Archives Library has a rich & unigue collection of books among which a large 
number of books are not available in any other library. This collection is regularly used by the scholars 
as a supplement to the records preserved in this Archives. University of Calcutta extended its 
cooperation to the WBSA for digitization of very old and out of print books preserved in our library. As 
a result of this collaboration nearly 37000 pages of rare books and reports have been digitised and 
made available for consultation by bonafide research scholars.

Pursuant to the recommendation of the Kothari Commission on ‘Media Transfer’ to implement the 
programme of switching over to regional languages as the medium of instruction at the level of 
Higher Education, Book Boards were formed in different States in the country. Accordingly, in the 
year 1970 the West Bengal State Foundation for Text Book Borad was formed and registered under 
the West Bengal Societies Registration Act. 


The authority of general superintendence, direction and control of the Society is vested in the Board 
of Governors of the West Bengal State Book Board. The Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education, 
West Bengal is the ex-officio Chairman of the Board. The Principal Secretary (Higher Education) to 
the Government of West Bengal is the Vice-Chairman and the Chief Executive Officer, is the Member- 
Secretary of the Board. 


The maintenance cost of running the Board is borne by the Department of Higher Education of the 
Government of West Bengal. The Government of India, provides assistance for the publication of 
text books on the basis of proposals prepared by the Board, 


The number of publications of the Board has been on the increase. It rose from 766 in 2000-2001 to 
783 in 2002-2003 to 792 in 2003-2004, 801 in 2004-2005, 820 in 2005-2006 and 838 in 2006- 
2007. 


The Board publishes text books for the use at the undergraduate and postgraduate levels of studies. 
The publications also cover terminologies, dictionaries and monographs in science for students and 


general readers. 
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The academic disciplines in which the Board has so far published books are as follows : 


(1) Agriculture, (2) Botany, (3) Chemistry, (4) Commerce, (5) Computer Science, (6) Defence 
Studies, (7) Economics, (8) Environmental Studies, (9) Geography, (10) Geology, (11) History, 
(12) Journalism, (13) Law, (14) Literature, (15) Library Science, (16) Mathematics, (17) Music, 
(18) Physics, (19) Physiology and Medical Science, (20) Popular Science, (21) Philosophy, 
(22) Political Science, (23) Sanskrit, (24) Sociology and Human Studies, (25) Statistics, (26) Teachers' 
Training, (27) Zoology, and (28) Physical Education. 


In the year under review the Board concentrated on the publication of syllabus oriented text books. 
In 2002 the University of Calcutta thoroughly revised the syllabus of all subjects and the Board was 
considered as the principal organisation who are experienced in the publication of such text books. 
Therefore special efforts were made to constitute subject committees for a couple of subjects. So far 
10 (ten) new books, as per the new syllabus and about 8 (eight) editions and the reprints were 
published during this period. 


The Board participates in the Book Fairs in different places both within and outside the State and get 
good response there. 


9.10 WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


The West Bengal State Council of Higher Education, established under West Bengal Act XXXVII of 
1994 started functioning in April 1995. Office of the Council is located at 147A Rashbehari Avenue, 
Kolkata 700029 in a building owned by the Higher Education Department. Functions of the Council, 
as stipulated in the Act are stated below : 


(a) Planning and coordination in the area of higher education in the State including co-operation 
with the UGC. 


(b) Academic functions e.g. curriculum development, teachers' training and encouragement of 
sports, games and extension activities. 


(c) Advisory functions in determining the basis and amounts of block maintenance grants, linking 
research with educational institutions and industry, framing and amendment of university 
statutes, regulations etc. 


(d) Allocation of grants to different universities and colleges and make enquiries regarding utilization 


thereof. 
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Activities of the Council since its inception: 


it. 


To formulate policy or action plan on important academic issues of general nature in consultation 
with the Universities of our state and within the framework of the guidelines issued time to time 
by the UGC or such other bodies. Some of the major issues on which the Council deliberated 
during the last one year and in some cases took policy decisions or finalized its 
recommendations are as follows :— 


i) Bringing some uniformity in the criteria for admission into BA/BSC/BCom courses as 
adopted by different State Universities in view of the decision of the Higher Secondary 
Council to switch over to gradation system in lieu of according marks practised so far. 


ii) Change in statutes of different State Universities in view of a recent order of the State 
Government granting leave salary to the teachers of the affiliated colleges on 
superannuation. 


iii) ^ To find a solution to the very serious crisis faced by the teacher education programme in 
our state in having mandatory recognition from NCTE. 


iv) То review the status of Distance Programme conducted by the State Universities. 


v) To apprise the Goverment the problems faced by our universities and colleges in 
implementing the guidelines issued by different Central regulatory bodies, which are 
changed/modified quite often without taking account, in many cases, the ground relations. 


vi) To review the recent draft guideline issued by UGC in conducting M.Phil/Ph.D. programme 
throughout the country. 


A major task entrusted to the State Council is to process and Scrutinize the proposals for 
establishment of Degree colleges spread overa all districts under pay-packet scheme of the 
State Goverment and to make suitable recommendation to the Goverment on the desirability 
of establishment of such colleges taking into account a number of socio-economic factors. 
During this financial year, the Council has made spot inspection for 20 such proposals and 
submitted report to the Chairman. 


The Council had been entrusted with the responsibility of processing and scrutinizing the 
proposals for establishment of self-financing General colleges, B.Ed. Colleges and Law Colleges 
in different districts of the State and also undertaking spot inspection, if considered necessary, 
to study the desirability, Suitability and viability of such proposals and then submit a report to 
this effect, to the Chairman of the Council. During this year, the Council found several such 
proposals worth favourable consideration by the appropriate authority. 
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4. The Council is entrusted with the duty of considering proposals for affiliation of undergraduate 
colleges in new disciplines and to arrive at a decision on each such proposal in consultation 
with the concerned University. 


5. The Council, through constant efforts of its Quality Assurance Cell (QAC), is holding series of 
workshops with Principals and Co-ordinators of affiliated colleges in order to assist them in 
preparing for NAAC assessment. Efforts are being made (i) to initiate Quality improvement 
measures in the post accredited phase as follow up step and (ii) to motivate the unaccredited/ 
yet-to-be accredited colleges to undergo NAAC assessment/process without further delay. 


During this financial year, as a result of very intense activities of the Cell, more than 100 
colleges have been accredited by NAAC, bringing the total number of such colleges to 210, 
which is more than 5596 of our total number of Degree Colleges, compared to the national 
average of 20%. 


(a) A number of workshops had been held within this one year where a large number of 
colleges had participated. In addition, one-to-one discussions had been held with some 
of those colleges. Several reports on such activities have also been published. 


(b) The Council as a part of its regular activities extend assistance to different Academic 
Committees appointed the State Government and offer a platform for discussions among 
different universities and other academic bodies like West Bengal State Council of Higher 
Education, State Council of Technical Education, State Council of Vocational Education 
and Training etc.

The West Bengal College Service Commission came into existence on November 02,1979 in terms 
of Act LXII of 1978, the three main functions of the Commission are :- 


1) To prepare merit panel of eligible candidates for the post of Lecturer in different subjects 
as well as Principals in different Government aided Colleges.

Bankim-Bhaban Gaveshana Kendra is a research centre registered in the ancestral house of Rishi 
Bankim Chandra Chattopadhaya and maintained by Govt. of West Bengal in the Department of 
Higher Education. The aims and objectives of this centre include :

Renovation and restoration of the heritage building complex wherein Bankim Chandra was 
born and brought up and created most of his immortal literary works including the National 
Anthem ‘Bande Mataram’. 


Preservation of a huge collection of rare mutilated written manuscripts, letters, deeds, and 
other paper documents, textiles and other items of personal effects of the archive and Museum. 
It includes also the work of preservation and consolidation of a big bulk of rare mutilated 19th 
century text books and reference books used and read by Bankim Chandra, Sanjib Chandra 
and other family members. 


Research on the life and works of Bankim Chandra Chattopadhya and his associates who 
contributed to the renaissance of the 19th century Bengal. 


Research on the different aspects of the social history of Bengal and of the Bengali language 
and literature. 


To continuously augment with new addition and alteration in display of the existing personalia 
museum on Bankim Chandra, and his associate writers as well as to develop it as a potential 
Regional Museum. 
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6. Expansion of the Museum in the newly renovated premises in the ancestral house of Bankim 
Chandra where he was born and brought up. 


7. Digital documentation and preservation of the thousands of books and journal of the library : 
The nucleus of the library handed over to the Gaveshana Kendra, included a rare collection of 
old books and journals of the Chattopadhyay family, which subsequently, enlarged by other 
donations of books, journals, offprints etc. by eminent litterateurs. 


8. То build up an archive with handwritten documents, records, genealogies and old Puthis on 
Palm leaf and country made paper and processing for publication. 


The Archive : 
A) Handwritten and Printed documents : 


The nucleus of the archive was primarily the materials and written documents collected from the 
Chattopadhyay family numbering about 25 thousand pages and items, which include land and property 
deeds ( since early 18th century A.D .), wills, pattas, diaries, letters, official reports, drafts, bills, 
notes, proof sheets, invitation cards etc. of Chattopadhyay family. It also includes correspondences 
of various writers and other eminent persons of the period. 


On the other hand, in ‘Mm. Haraprasad Shastri collection’ hundreds of letters written by Haraprasad 
Shastri to his son, Benoytosh Bhattacharya, the Director, Gaekwad Research Institute and letters 
received from the eminent European indologists like Sylvain Levi, C. Bendall, J. Jolly, W. Caland, F. E. 
Parigiter, Louis de la Vallee Poussin, J. A. Bourdillon, Th. Stcherbatskoi, A. F. Rudolf Hoernle, G. 
Thibaut, K. Ohmiya, Denison Ross,H. Jacobi, and the top brass of the British Administration like Lord 
Curzon and Lord Lytton etc. written between 1901- 1930 is preserved. 


Very rare papers of Pramathanath Mitra the founder of Anusilan Samity are preserved. 


Similarly, papers of Samares Basu famous writer of Bengali Literature, collected from his family 


include many notes, letters, diaries, and interestingly, some papers of the great artist Ramkinkar 
Beij. 


These rare archival materials are being cleaned and stored digitally, while the originals are laminated 


for permanent preservation. The up to date technigues are being adopted in this process. Till date 


more than 25,000 documents have been processed. This ongoing project continued in this year 
also. 


These documents are Very precious materials for research on 19th century Socio-Cultural History 


including the process of modernisation of the Bengali literature under the leadership of Bankim 
Chandra. 
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An important component of the archive is a collection of nearly 200 Sanskrit ‘Puthis’ donated by the 
descendants of Mm. Haraprasad Shastri. These puthis were used in the “Toll' of Shastri family since 
1760 and comprise of disciplines like Srnriti, Vyakaran, Tantra, Nabya Naya, Kavya etc. Processing 
these manuscripts for proper preservation as well as preparing a descriptive catalogue of the same 
are two important research projects undertaken by the centre. Efforts are being made to procure 
more such puthis from the families in Bhatpara, Naihati, Halisahar, once renowned centres of Sanskrit 
culture. 


A seminar and workshop on the Puthi collection of this institution was held in Bankim-Bhavan on 
25th December, 2006 under the scheme of National Manuscripts Mission, Govt. of India, organised 
by the regional Centre under the supervision of Prof. Ratna Basu of Calcutta University. 


C) A collection of variations of ‘Bandemataram’ song : 


The Bankim-Bhavan Archive possesses a rich collection of records of' 'Bande Mataram' song, sung 
by eminent musicians, vocalists like Rabindranath Tagore, Pandit Omkarnath, Dilip Kumar Roy and 
Ms. Subbu Lakshmi and others. These old records have recently been cleaned with the help of HMV 
and preserved in Compact Disk. 


Museum : 


The present museum of Bankim- Bhavan Gaveshana Kendra is situated in the 'Baithak-khana' 
(Parlour), built by Bankim Chandra himself in the year 1862 where most of his literary works were 
penned. The famous Bande Mataram song was also composed here and set to tune by his music 
teacher famous Jadu Bhatta for the first time. 


The personal mementos of Bankim Chandra, rare photographs of his family and associates are 
neatly displayed in the museum that attracts regular visitors from all over India. New exhibits in 
thematic units have been arranged, highlighting, in details, the creative activities of Bankim Chandra 
and his associates and of the period. Protective but transparent covers for the different units of 
exhibits has been devised and installed in the gallery. In this year 2102 persons visited the meseum. 


The total collection accumulated could not be displayed due to paucity of space hence an annexe 
building is contemplated to extend the existing museum. Eastern Railway authorities were moved to 
handover a piece of land adjacent to the present museum for building the annexe. The present 
Railway Minister Sri Lalu Prasad Yadav has kindly sanctioned this prayer and the formalities have 


been already completed. 
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Library: 


The nucleus of the library handed over to the Bankim Bhavan Gaveshana Kendra included the 
collection of books and journals received from Chattopadhyaya family. Presently it has around 7000 
volumes of books, bounded volume of journals, off- prints collected from five different sources. 


i. The collection of Chattopadhaya family, donated by Satanjib Chattopadhaya, grandson 
of Sanjib Chandra. 


i. The collection of Prof. Manju Gopal Bhattacharya, nephew of Mm Haraprasad Shastri.

The Centre for Studies in Social Sciences, Calcutta (CSSSC) was founded in 1973, mainly with the 
aim to undertake, promote and co-ordinate research in social sciences, with special emphasis on 
the problems of the eastern region and West Bengal. 


ACADEMIC EXCELLENCE 


CSSSC, commonly referred to as The Centre, has come to occupy a special prominence amongst 
the academicians and intellectuals. Eminent scholars from disciplines like economics, history, political 
Science, sociology, geography and later media and cultural studies, were drawn to the Centre from 
its very inception. Over the years, there have been gradual and sometimes radical shifts in the 
interests of scholars at the Centre, but it has remained steadfast in its pursuit of academic excellence. 
The reports of the review committee of ICSSR and acknowledgements from distinguished scholars 
from India and abroad bear ample testimony to this.

AREA OF WORK

its activities to the neighboring states of Eastern and Northeastern Region. Presently, JBNSTS is 
engaged in a number of projects in collaboration with Dept. of Science and Technology, Govt. of 
India, Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, Govt. of India, Ministry of Development of North 
Eastern Region, Govt. of India etc. Apart from that, a project for training of science teachers of West 
Bengal has been undertaken in collaboration with Sir Ratan Tata Trust, Mumbai. This program is 
found to be very suitable by the Department of Higher Education, Govt. of West Bengal. 


Presently, the activities of JBNSTS are extended to 14 States of India namely West Bengal, Bihar, 
Orissa, Jharkhand , Chhattisgarh , Assam, Tripura, Arunachal Pradesh, Nagaland, Manipur, Mizoram, 
Meghalaya , Sikkim and Andaman & Nicober Islands. 


STATUS AND FUNCTIONING 


JBNSTS is a registered society (Regn. no. S/ 4353 of 1960-61) under Registration of Societies 


Act,1860. It enjoys status of a special institution as declared by Department of Higher Education, 
Government of West Bengal.

Programs undertaken by JBNSTS in collaboration with Dept. of Higher Education, Govt. of 
West Bengal 


a) Senior Scholarship Scheme 


This is the core program of JBNSTS. Since the inception of this organization, this program has 
remained at the center of all the activities. Under this scheme, the undergraduate students of Pure 
Science, Medicine and Engineering appear in a multiphase selection procedure and those who are 
selected are awarded this prestigious scholarship. The selected scholars are motivated and nurtured 
throughout their M.Sc/MBBS/BE/B.Tech level. JBNSTS has a very luminous list of scholars like 
Professor A Ananthakrishnan, Former Director, GMRT, Pune, Prof. K. B. Sinha, Distinguished Scientist, 
Indian Statistical Institute, Delhi, Dr. Purnendu Chatterjee, noted industrialist, to name a few. Almost 
all the scholars occupy very high positions in their field of works. 


The selected scholars get a monthly scholarship of Rs.500/- and book grant of Rs.1000/- per year 
during the period of the scholarship. Besides, they are invited to take part in various follow-up 
Programs like seminars, talent enrichment programs, and educational tours, project works etc. 


b) WBDS Program 


This program is aided by the Department of Higher Education, Govt. of West Bengal and meant for 
the middle school students of different districts of West Bengal. The main focus of this scheme is on 
the underprivileged but meritorious students of remote areas of the State. It is a very successful and 
popular program among the students and the teachers of the district schools. Presently, 7 districts 
are covered under this program namely Nadia, 24 Pgs (S), Birbhum, Purulia, Burdwan, Bankura 
and Hoogly . A number of science workshops were organized in different schools for the students of 
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those areas. A). Under this program, Residential and non-residential science workshops are organized 
rotationally in the districts for students of Class VIII and IX for 3 to 4 days. About 60 - 65 students 
nominated by the schools of a particular area and accompanying science teachers from each school 
take part in these workshops. A team of outstanding faculties conduct these workshops. The workshops 
consist of theory and practical lessons plus laboratory and outdoor assignments not included in the 
school syllabus. The participating students are exposed to the exciting and advanced areas of science, 
which are basic to the understanding of the core concept of the subjects. They are also encouraged 
to develop self learning through self exploration. It is an excellent opportunity for the young students 
to understand the basic areas of science as well as the global character of scientific activities. It 
surely is a very rich learning experience for the students. 


OTHER PROGRAMS 


a)  CSIR Program 


The Council for Scientific and Industrial Research (CSIR), Government of India has been contributing 
to the talent enrichment of selected scholars since 1962 and has in the past few years extended its 
support of JBNSTS to cater to undergraduate science students from Bihar, Orissa, Jharkhand and 
Chhattisgarh. 


b) DST Program 


Since 1999, Department of Science & Technology (DST), Government of India has been contributing 
to a range of Contact Programs for students of the Northeastern States as well as that form Bihar, 
Orissa, Jharkhand and Chhattisgarh. In the past two years Andaman & Nicobar Islands have been 
included in this Program. 


c) DRDO Program 


This year the Defence Research Development Organization (DRDO), Government of India has 
sponsored a few programs for the enrichment of senior scholars of the JBNSTS as well as the High 
School students of the Northeastern States. 


d) SRTT Program 


It has been just one year since JBNSTS has launched itself in the field of Teacher's Training in 
science teaching for middle school science teachers of West Bengal. This venture has been taken 
up by JBNSTS in collaboration with Sir Ratan Tata Trust, Mumbai, and has been successful in building 
a community of motivated, goal oriented and skilled middle school science teachers. This project 
shall eventually be recognized as a strong pedagogic movement within the State.

After immediate completion of 125 years and at the juncture of 75th Year of Discovery of Raman 
Effect IACS continues to strive towards excellence in basic science and allied technology covering 
several emerging frontline areas of materials research, atomic, molecular and optical physics, 
molecular science, theoretical science and biology. However, the acute shortage of funds remains a 


matter of grave concern for its all-round growth and development. 


Research Activity in various departments and units : 


Energy Research Unit 


(i) An indigenously designed and fabricated prototype production line for the fabrication of 
large area integrated double junction (30 cm x 30 cm) a-Si’ solar modules have been set 
up and made operational in December, 2002. Initial trial with the line has been started. 


(ü) High growth rate (4.5 A/Sec) has been achieved for intrinsic microcrystalline silicon films 


prepared by RF-PECVD method. 


(iii) Microcrystalline silicon based single junction solar cell has been fabricated with 6 96 


efficiency. 


(iv) Using transparent conducting ZnO (developed in our laboratory) at n/metal interface 
more than 10% increase in efficiency has been achieved in amorphous silicon solar cells. 


(v) A new PECVD deposited material has been developed and applied in single and double 


junction solar cell with higher Stability. 


(vi) Plasma diagnostic of silane plasma mixed with different gases is on going. 


(vii) Using insight gained from theoretical modeling, specially the fact that the p/i interface for 
the pm-Si:H cells is considerably more damaged than standard a-Si:H based cells, the 
deposition parameters were optimised to ultimately yield pm-Si:H cells, with conversion 


efficiencies higher than a-Si:H cells. 
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Polymer Science Unit 


Researches in the following areas were conducted : 


Living Polymers : Synthesis of living polyacrylamide (an important water soluble polymer) was 
accomplished for the first time using the atom transfer radical polymerization route. 


Novel elastomer blends : Various combinations of accelerators and vulcanizing agents were 
investigated in order to improve upon the covulcanization of elastomers differing greatly in the level 
of unsaturation e.g. natural rubber + EPDM rubber. 


Polymer crystallization : The crystallization of PET with the piezoelectric polymer poly(vinylidene 
fluoride) was explored. 


Polymer gelation : Conductivity variation of polyaniline gels was studied. It was the thermodynamics 
of gelation of poly (3-alkyl thiophene) in xylenes. 


Polymer based nanostructures : Progress has been made towards the synthesis of hollow polymer 
nano-capsules. 


Polymer-surfactant interaction : Interaction between a physiologically important surfactant viz. 
bile salt and a biocompatible polymer, poly(vinyl pyrrolidone), was studied.

The Ramkrishna Mission Institute of Culture is a Branch Centre of the Ramkrishna Mission, Belur 
Math. It was established in 1938 in a small rented room in North Calcutta and shifted to Gol Park in 
1961. Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru inaugurated it on 1st November 1961. 


OBJECTIVES 


The activities of the Institute are directed towards fulfillment of its three main objectives : (i) proper 
interpretation and appraisal of Indian culture, (ii) the promotion of mutual understanding between 
India and other countries, and (iii) the promotion of the study of cultural heritage of India and of 
mankind as a whole. 


ACTIVITIES DURING THE YEAR – 2006-2007. 


Itwas a year of some spectacular events, such as conferment of Vivekananda Award and Vivekananda 
Medal. 


Dr. Vladislav S. Kostyuchenko, Moscow, formerly Prof. of Philosophy in the Moscow State University 
and an eminent scholar well-known for his study and research on Swami Vivekananda in Russia was 
selected by the Institute for the Vivekananda Award 2006. On 2nd August 2006 in a meeeting in the 
office of Mr Kapil Sibal, Indian Ambassador, Moscow, Swami Prabhananda, the Secretary of the 
Institute handed over a cash award of $2170 (Rupees one lakh), a photograph ur Swami Vivekananda 
and the citation elegently decorated and aesthetically prepared, to Mr Sibal to present the same to 
Dr Kostyuchenko. Swami Jyourupananda, President, Ramakrishna Vivekananda Centre, Moscow, 
read out the citation. Prof. Kostyuchenko, Mr Sibal and Swami Prabhananda addressed the gathering. 
SEWA Rural, Jhagadia, Gujarat was selected for the Vivekananda Medal 2006. The Award consists 
of a gold medal, cash award of Rs. 25,000/ -and a citation. With a day long programme the Institute 
celebrated its 69th Foundation Day on 29 January 2007. Mr Gopalkrishna Gandhi, Hon'ble Governor 
of West Bengal attended a Reception and inaugurated the Children's Art Exhibition set-up by the 
Sarada Devi School of Arts and Crafts. The Governor presided over the Foundation Day meeting. 
The Foundation Day Oration was given by Professor B. B. Bhattacharya, Vice-Chancellor, Jawaharlal 


Nehru University on "Challenges of Social Disparity in India" . 


To mark the 144th Birth Anniversary of Swami Vivekananda, a Grand Music Festival on 12 January 
2007 was inaugurated by Swami Prabhananda. Like previous years, the Institute celebrated Birth 
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Anniversary of Sri Ramakrishna, Sri Sarada Devi and Swami Vivekananda with a colourful procession 
followed by Rally on Nazrul Mancha on 18 February 2007. At the Rally devotional songs were sung. 
The function at Nazrul Mancha started with Vedic chanting. 


For the spread of knowledge and promotion higher values, the Institute throughout the year, maintains, 
as regular activities, a busy schedule of lectures, seminars, symposia, music programmes etc. 275 
public functions were held throughout the year. 


The Institute also conducted an All India Elocution Competition on Swami Vivekananda in which 
there were 790 contestants from various Schools, Colleges and 73 candidates won prizes. 


One of the busiest sections of the Institute is its Library in a well-ventilated, adequately illuminated 
and spacious Reading Room with an average daily attendance of 1649 readers and average daily 
issuance of 1544 books in a computerised environment. The Library has 3 Wings -General, Children 
and Junior Section. The number of books purchased, obtained as gifts and bound periodicals during 
the year upto December 2006 was 4282 raising the stock to 225226 (General 203204, Junior 7381, 
Children 14641). 


Research is the inherent and continuous activity of the Institute inasmuch as the activities of the 
Institute are directed towards dissemination of knowledge for the promotion of the concepts of 
harmony of religions and the basic unity of man and his culture. In pursuance of this objective, the 
Institute through this Centre, carried on, during the year under report, research work in the renovated 
research department as in the previous year, with scholars of the country and abroad. During 2006 
ihe number of Pre-doctoral and Post-doctoral scholars are 14 and 4 respectively. Some scholars 
have completed their project and gone abroad. At present there are a few foreign scholars in the 
Centre. The total number of Research Professors and Visiting Professors are 20. The Centre organised 
a 3-day International Workshop-cum-Seminar during 13-15 January 2006 on “Consciousness : A 
Deeper Scientific Search”. The Centre with the support of UNESCO and the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development, Government of India has conducted a 9-month Advanced Course on 
“International Understanding in Human Unity”. UNESCO and MHRD shared their knowledge 
and experience, while delivering lectures to the participants of the course. The Convocation of the 
participants in the said UNESCO approved Course was held on 11.7.2006. Ms. Minja Young, Director, 
UNESCO, New Delhi delivered the Convocation Address and Mr Yushi Kazu Takeuchi, Consul-General 
of Japan graced the occasion as the Guest of Honour. The Convocation of the Centre was held on 
20 November 2006 in which Dr. Ramaranjan Mukherjee, formerly Chancellor, Tirupati University , 
delivered the Convocation Address. 


The Institute's School of Languages is a major wing and centre of activities of the Institute. During 
the year under report the School teaches 17 languages: 5 Indian -Bengali, Hindi, Sanskrit, Tamil and 
Urdu and 12 foreign - Arabic, Chinese, English, French, Germany, Italian, Japanese, Latin, Persian, 
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Portuguese, Russian and Spanish. The total enrolment in 2006 was 15,986, English accounted for 
82.49%. 166 scholarships were given to needy students of the English Language Course and 100 
Oxford English Intermediate Dictionaries were distributed among other needy deserving students of 
English Language. The convocation of the School of Languages was held on 1 April 2006. Hon'ble 
Mr Justice V. S. Sirpurkar, Chief Justice of Calcutta High Court delivered the Convocation Address, 
gave away the prizes and certificates. Tulsi-Beena Goswami Debate Competition was held on 30 
October 2006. The topic was "In the Opinion of the House Agriculture is the Life line of India". 
77 students participated in the debate. The French magazine "La Pionnier" was brought out by the 
students and teachers of the French Department during the year under report. 


To encourage young people to imbibe the ideals of the Ramakrishna Mission, the Institute started a 
Youth Forum called Vivekananda Study Circle and later on another youth wing called Vivekananda 
Anushilan for a deeper study of the life and philosophy of Swami Vivekananda. The Vivekananda 
Anushilan conducted 26 sessions with an average attendance of 70. The Institute in its Value 
Orientation Programme carried a man-making message of Swami Vivekananda further to the youth 
at large through 162 Youth Conferences held in 11 districts of Kolkata, Howrah, Hooghly, Nadia, 
Burdwan, Bankura, Murshidabad, Paschim Medinipur, Purba Medinipur, South and North 24 Parganas 
in which 32, 134 youth participated. Besides this 2 Central Youth Conventions were held on 12 
March 2006 and 15 October 2006 at the Institute in which 2350 youth delegates from 166 
organisations covering 11 Districts took part. 


In pursuance of the guidelines framed by the Department of Secondary and Higher Education, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of India, the Institute organised Value 
Education Programme in several sessions involving three vital sectors of the society, namely, students, 
parents and teachers. The Value Education Workshop for 192 teachers was organised during 6- 8 


June, 2006 respectively. 


The Institute's activities towards dissemination of knowledge for different disciplines are supported 
by its publications and the Institute has a very active and productive Publication Department. The 
monthly Bulletin with contributions from eminent scholars on culture in all its aspects was regularly 
published. Among other publications brought out this year mention may be made of Philosophy ana 
Science of Value Education in the Context of Modern India; Life, Mind and Consciousness; 
Bharatatattva, Vol. II and Swami Vivekananda : Manishider Chokhe. A good number of the Institute's 


earlier publications were reprinted during the year. 


The Museum and Art Gallery has developed itself as a place of interest in the city of Kolkata, particularly 
to the art-loving people of this metropolitan city .It helps people gain a representative knowledge of 
Indian Art in its diverse forms. It has 5 major sections -Painting, Sculpture, Folk Arts, Manuscript and 
Metal Wares. There are altogether 1201 exhibits in the Art Gallery .During the period, Museum 
purchased 4 Art objects and sent 7 Textile items for restoration to INT ACH, Lucknow. The Annual 
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Art Exhibition of the Sarada Devi School of Fine Arts and Crafts was held on 29 January 2007. Mr 
Gopalkrishna Gandhi went round the exhibition set up by the children of the School. 294 students 
got admitted in the School during this year. 


A major academic programme of the Museum and Art Gallery is to run a 10 -month Post-Graduate | 
Diploma Course in Appreciation of Indian Art which is recognised by Kavi Kulaguru Kalidas Sanskrit 
University, Nagpur. More than 36 Art Historians, Art Critics, Artists are attached as faculty .The 
Convocation for the Academic Session 2005-2006 was held on 20 November 2006. 


During the period under Report, with the income from endowments created by the donors, the 
Institute gave a large number of scholarships and stipends to needy but meritorious students. Besides 
this, 3 scholarships of Rs. 1,00,000/ -each for higher studies abroad were awarded to 3 scholars 
through Debesh-Kamal Scholarship; also a few more scholarships to medical students in West Bengal. 
The total educational assistance rendered by the Institute during the year is Rs. 19,08,300.00. 


During the year under report, the Institute served 1/2 litre milk and 200 gm. bread, a bun bread 
everyday to 450 poor children up to 6 years of age. They were given Puja garments, woollen caps, 


sweater and shoes too. Besides this 300 Pieces of blankets were given to the poor, old, destitute in 
Winter. 


The Institute has an International House meant for the Institute's guests, scholars and students from 
various parts of India as well as abroad. They help create the bridge which unites minds and spirits 
of the people with different backgrounds. During 2006 3666 guests stayed at this International House.

The ongoing research projects of the Institute are the following : 


1. Pre-Census Population Project of India sponsored by the Planning Commission and 
the Registrar General, India : 


The purpose of the project is to compile and publish descriptive and statistical materials on 
any part of India — Provinces, districts, cities, towns, taluks, thanas, villages from the ancient 
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period of 1870 when the first census was conducted. It is proposed to publish 8 volumes, one 
volume for the period up to 1800, and one for each decade from 1801 to 1870. Four volumes 
relating to the period 1801-1840 have been published by the Registrar General, India. The 
manuscripts for Volume VI (1841-1850) and Volume VII (1851-1860) is ready for publication by 
the Registrar General, India. 


1.1 The Registrar General, India has sanctioned a grant of Rs. 12,89,400 for compilation of 
three volumes - 5000 B.C. to 1800 A.D., 1861-1870 and a residual volume. 


A Bibliography of Bengali writing on social sciences 1948 onward sponsored by the 
Indian Council of Social Science Research (ICSSR), Union Ministry of Human 
Resource Development : 


The Institute has compiled a bibliography of economic and sociological writings in Bengali up 
to 1950 with the support of the ICSSR. The Paschim Banga Bangla Academy has published 
the bibliography of economic writings in Bengali. The Institute has completed a catalogue with 
annotation of books and articles for a bibliography of all branches of social science from 1948 
to 1990 and the manuscript of secondary sources is ready for publication. 


Economic History of India: Documents. 1858-1 901—Agriculture and Irrigation—

Activities during the year 2006-2007 : 


The Samsad which was founded in 1986 and registered under the West Bengal Societies Registration 
Act, is dedicated to the cause of Sanskrit and Vedic learning as also dissemination of the message of 
Indian Culture throughout the Country. It is recognised by the Government of West Bengal and the 
Government of India and is receiving grants from both the Government. It is progressing slowly but 
steadily towards attaining the status of centre of excellence. With a view to achieving its aforesaid 
objectives, the Sam sad undertook the following activities during the year ‘2006-07’. 


The Samsad has become the premier institute in the Eastern Region of the country imparting 
instructions in Sanskrit and other oriental subjects in accordance with syllabus prescribed by the 
Government of India. It is also concurrently running a very important traditional course leading to the 
titles of ‘Adya’, ‘Madhya’ and 'Upadhi', through Examinations conducted by the Vangiya Sanskrita 
Siksha Parishat, a wing set up by the Government of West Bengal to monitor Sanskrit learning in the 
State. Performance of its students in these examinations during the year was very satisfactory. 
Alongwith these courses students are also being taught in modern subjects and Computer Application 
with the ultimate object of preparing them to sit for the Secondary Examination. This will, no doubt, 


enlarge the scope of their employment. During the year in question, the Samsad had been maintaining 
65 students in its four units. 


During the year six of its students who were eligible to appear at the All India Examination held 
annually by Maharshi Sandipani Rashtriya Vedavidya Pratishthan at Ujjain passed the said examination 
creditably. It is encouraging that three of them Secured first class. 


The Samsad has a publication Wing and a few books on Indology, Sanskrit and Bengali literature 
have already been published and few others are under process. 


The Samsad had already set up a cultural unit, which holds such cultural programmes as would 
promote Indian culture. Besides, research works in different areas of Indian culture and performing 
arts are being carried on in this Unit. 


As in previous years, the Samsad organised during the year a few seminars and lectures on Indian 
studies and culture, each of which was intended to highlight the relevance of Sanskrit and Vedas in 
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the contemporary world. In particular, a 2-day National Seminar on the theme, “Sanskrit & Modern 
Indian Languages: A Search after Commonality" which was sanctioned by the Ministry of Human 
Resource Development, Government of India was organised by the Samsad on January 31 -February 
1, 2007 at Ramakrishna Mission Institute of Culture, Kolkata. Many eminent Scholars of National 
and International fame participated in the Seminar who made the Seminar more meaningful by their 
learned speeches. The Seminar Hall was packed to capacity by the enlightened persons of the city. 


The Samsad does not confine its activities to traditional subjects alone, but it tries to make its students 
conversant with some basics of science and new scientific developments through discourses on 
various scientific topics. During the year arrangements have been made for certain sports and 
games. The students are now regularly playing Football and Cricket in the afternoon in the adjoining 
field. 


The Foundation Day of the Samsad duly observed on August 17, 2006 at Vaikunthadham, 107, 
Southern Avenue, Kolkata- 700 029. On this occasion a Wall-Magazine titled, "Sura-Sristi" with 
contributions from the students only was inaugurated. The Foundation Day Oration was delivered by 
Justice Shyamal Kumar Sen and the function was presided over by Prof. Ramaranjan Mukherji. 


As in previous years, this year also Samsad held its own Examination at Kolkata in 'Adya';Madhya' 
and ‘Upadhi’ in accordance with syllabus drawn by the topmost scholars in the country. The 
Examinations evoked keen interest and as many as 600 candidates from various districts appeared 


thereat. 


The Samsad has already established itself as one of the leading Research Institutes in the country. 
As recommended by the State Government the following projects were earlier allotted to it by the 


Government of India : 


(i) Compilation of Anthology; (ii) Art of Life; (iii) Compilation of a Dictionary of Sanskrit Poetics; (iv)

While the work on the first three projects have already been completed and final Report sent to the 
Government of India, the work on the remaining project is in progress. Meanwhile, two other important 
projects entitled "Translation of Certain Sanskrit Texts into Bengali" and “Relations between Sanskrit 
and Concepts originating in contemporary society", have been allotted to Samsad by the Government 
of India on the recommendation of the State Govt. The work on these projects, which has already 


started, has made considerable progress.

The Institute of Development Studies Kolkata (IDSK) has been promoted by the Government of 
West Bengal as an autonomous centre of excellence in social sciences. It was founded in 2002 as a 
society with an autonomous governing body, with one of the most eminent historians in India, 
Professor Irfan Habib as President, Professor Amiya Kumar Bagchi as Director and with a Governing 
Council on which are represented the Vice-Chancellors of two leading Universities in West Bengal, 
namely Calcutta University and Jadavpur University. The Governing Council also includes such eminent 
academics as Professor Nirmal Chandra, Professor Suranjan Das, Professor V.K. Ramachandran 
and Professor Malini Bhattacharya as its members. 


Important Activities during 2006-2007 : 


Some near-term projections 


The UNDP (India) has recognized the IDSK as the nodal institution for Human Development 
Studies in the eastern region and authorised IDSK to conduct a certificate course in human 
development studies. 


A new agreement has been signed with the Rosa Luxemburg Stiftung (RLS), Berlin for 
carrying out a research project on Women, work, education and disparities'. The project 
shall start from 1 April 2007. 


A memorandum of Understanding (MOU) has been signed with the South Asia Institute 
(SAI), University of Heidelberg, Germany to promote a better understanding between the 
faculty and students of SAI and the faculty and students of IDSK. This MOU shall remain in 


force for three years. 


Research Programmes : 


A. The programme on 'Women and media in the context of globalisation' funded by 
the Rosa Luxemburg Stiftung (RLS) 


The Institute of Development Studies Kolkata (IDSK) with the support of the RLS, has 
implemented a research project on Women and Media in the Context of Globalisation' 
in cooperation with four other centres — School of Women's Studies, Jadavpur University; 
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School of Women's Studies, Bhubaneswar, Utkal University; Women's Studies Research 
Centre, Gauhati University, and Saajhi Dunia, Lucknow. 


The final report of the project, Women and Media in the Context of Globalisation' was 
completed and sent to Rosa Luxemburg Stiftung, Berlin, in November 2006. A final 
interactive session in which the partners participated as well and an exhibition of the 
materials prepared and produced (reports, posters, leaflets etc.) were held on December 
8, 2006. 


B. Documents on the economic history of British Rule in India 1858-1947 


The Indian Council of Historical Research (ICHR) has appointed Professor Amiya Kumar 
Bagchi, General Editor of the project of compiling the basic documents on the economic 
history of India under British rule and Professor Arun Bandyopadhyay, Nurul Hasan 
Professor of History, Calcutta University, Associate Editor of the project. Under the revived 
project, Dr Bhubanesh Misra was appointed as Editor in charge of the further volumes 
of railway documents, working under the guidance of the General Editor. A forth volume 
of the railway documents has been prepared and will be soon sent to the ICHR. A volume 
of documents on the agrarian situation and living conditions in Bengal from 1860 to 
1880 has been prepared. 


C. The project on “Monitoring of school level history textbooks' 


The IDSK has undertaken a project on ‘Monitoring of school level history textbooks of 
West Bengal' sponsored by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government 
of India. For this it has set up a (history textbook) monitoring cell. A report of the study 
has been submitted to CABE Committee on regulatory mechanisms for textbooks and 
parallel textbooks taught in the schools of West Bengal. Observations of the Survey were 
incorporated in the main text of the CABE Committee. Evaluation of textbooks for class 
V prepared by West Bengal Primary Education Council has been done and the report 
has been submitted in July 2006. The analysis of history textbooks for classes IX and X 
prescribed by the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education has been completed and 
the final report will be submitted by June 2007. 


D. Allocation and Utilisation of Resources for Social Sector Programmes in Purulia 
District (with special reference to programmes for women and children) 


A study of the reasons for poor utilization of resources meant for social sector programmes 
in backward districts like Purulia in West Bengal has been carried out by a team of IDSK 
led by Professor Achin Chakraborty along with Dr. Subrata Mukherjee and Shri Subhanil 
Banerjee, with funding support by the UNICEF. The report analyses allocation and 
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utilisation of financial resources for the social sector in West Bengal, focusing on Purulia. 
Based on the findings of the study, a number of policy suggestions have been made. 
The final report has been submitted in February 2007 


Possibilities of closer economic ties between India and Australia in capital goods 
industries in the WTO regime 


The Institute has taken up a project on 'Possibilities of closer economic ties between 
India and Australia in capital goods industries in the WTO regime' sponsored by Macquarie 
University, Sydney, Australia. Dr. Uttam Bhattacharya of IDSK is coordinating the project 
along with other researchers in India. Dr. Pundarik Mukhopadhyay of Macquarie University 
and Dr. P.K. Basu from the Charles Stuart University are in charge of the project at ihe 
Australian end. Two interim reports already have been submitted to the Australian partner 
Institute. 


Women's health and empowerment in ICDS — An exploratory study in West Bengal 


This exploratory project, in collaboration with the National Commission for Women, is 
implemented by making field studies of ICDS and women's empowerment initiatives. 
Engaged in exploration of challenges and options for woman's health and empowerment, 
the study covers three districts in the state of West Bengal, namely, North 24 Parganas, 
Birbhum and Murshidabad. Dr. Krishna Soman is the coordinator of this project. The 
project is at the concluding phase. 


. The State Development Report 


The Development and Planning Department, Government of West Bengal has 
approached the IDSK for preparing a State Development Report for West Bengal. The 
work on the project was started in January 2007 under the direction of Professor Debdas 
Banerjee. It is expected that the report will be ready by end-June 2007. 


Collaborations 
Collaboration with the University of Calcutta 


IDSK has launched a multidisciplinary M.Phil Programme in Development Studies, in 
collaboration with the Centre for Social Sciences and Humanities (CSSH), University of Calcutta 
in 2006. The M.Phil degree is to be conferred by the University of Calcutta. The teaching 
faculty mainly consists of the IDSK faculty and the University faculty associated with CSSH. 
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Collaboration with Sciences PO, Paris, France 


IDSK and the Fondation Nationale des Sciences Politiques (Sciences Po), Paris have entered 
into a collaboration agreement. Under this agreement two students of Sciences Po had 
come as interns for attending the M.Phil Course in Development Studies for one semester. 
Sciences Po will arrange for a scholar to visit Sciences Po as holder of a Chaire Finances 


Internationales. 


Collaboration with Maison des Sciences de PHomme, Paris 


IDSK and Maison des Sciences de l'Homme (MSH), Paris have entered into collaborative 
relations. IDSK faculty members have held fellowships at the MSH. In the academic year 
2007-08, a collaborative Conference between the two institutions, on “Utopia, Dystopia and 


Development’, has been planned. 


IV Teaching and Research Guidance 


a. M.Phil in Development Studies 


The M.Phil. Programme in Development Studies is multi-disciplinary in nature, and 
designed to provide an understanding of various perspectives on development issues, 
through a rigorous course work and guided research. The perspectives are drawn from 
different disciplines, with a Strong emphasis on the classics in social Sciences and 
humanities. The curriculum emphasizes a heterodox perspective on social science 
paradigms and the methodological underpinnings of social science research. The strength 
of the course particularly lies in the balance it maintains between theory and hands-on 


training on tools of analysis — both quantitative and qualitative. 


The M.Phil course in Development Studies for the Session 2006 —2008 in collaboration 
with the University of Calcutta has been commenced in July 2006. Eighteen students 


have been attending this course.

38 (thirty eight) students got admitted in the First year of the 5-year Integrated Master of 
Science Programme through the extended merit list of IIT -JEE 2006. IISER, Kolkata will select one 
hundred students who gualify / have gualified in any of the IIT JEE-2007, Olympiad Examination 
2007 & KVYP 2005 for admission in the first year in the academic session beginning in July, 2007. 
The IISER programme is fully residential and it provides every admitted student a fellowship of 
Rs.3,000/- (Rupees Three Thousand) per month. 


Ph.D programme has started at IISER and four fellows (three are NET Qualified) have been doing 
doctoral research.
